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Glenwood Avenue, Toronto 


This document traces the history of a short street with 50 houses built between 1913 and 1926 in the City 
of Toronto. Glenwood Avenue was first named and placed on the map of the Town of West Toronto Junction 
around 1890. The first two houses were built in 1913. A total of 10 houses on the north side were built by 
1914 when WWI interrupted house construction until 1917-18, when 7 more were built. The last two 
houses were built in 1926. 


The annual Might’s Toronto City Directory (1833 to 2001) provides a list of who lives on each street in the 
city for the year prior to the date (i.e., printing) of the Directory. That annual list is provided here. Starting in 
the early 1930s the city directory also indicates whether the house was owner occupied. Houses on 
Glenwood were 80% to 90% owner occupied. The city directories are digitized and available online but only 
up to 1969. Federal voters lists are also available online from the 1940s to the 1970s. These name who is 
registered to vote in each house, often with an indication of the employment category of those employed. 


Grace Lilian Irwin, 1907 — 2008. A profile of the person who has lived on Glenwood Avenue the longest, 88 
years, and who is perhaps the most accomplished resident, who lived to the age of 102, is included as a 
separate section. Grace Irwin’s family moved into a house they had a contractor build at 33 Glenwood in 
1920 when Grace was 12 years old.

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West Toronto Land Acknowledgement 


West Toronto is on Indigenous land. 


This is the traditional territory of the Haudenosaunee (ho-den-oh-sho-nee) Confederacy (aka. the Six 
Nations Confederacy), the Wendat, and the Mississaugas of the Credit First Nation. 


This land is also part of the Dish with One Spoon territory, a treaty between the Haudenosaunee 
Confederacy (aka. The Six Nations Confederacy), the Anishinaabek (Ah-nish-nah-bek) and allied nations, to 
peaceably share and care for this land, its waters, and all of the biodiversity in the Great Lakes region. 


All those who come to live and work here are responsible for honouring this treaty in the spirit of peace, 
friendship, and respect. 


Tkaronto 


Tkaronto is built on sacred land that is part of an agreement between Indigenous peoples and then 
extended to allied nations to peacefully and respectfully care for it. By personally making a land 
acknowledgement we are taking part in an act of reconciliation, honouring the land and Indigenous 
heritage, which dates back over 10,000 years. 


The “Dish” or sometimes it is called the “Bowl” represents what is now southern Ontario (from the Great 
Lakes to Quebec and from Lake Simcoe into the U.S.). We all eat out of the Dish — all of us that share this 
territory — with only one spoon. That means we have to share the responsibility of ensuring the dish is 
never empty; which includes, taking care of the land and the creatures we share it with. Importantly, there 
are no knives at the table, representing that we must keep the peace.

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The history of the Toronto region begins 


approximately 12,500 years ago at the end of the Ice Age with the withdrawal 
of the ice sheet from the area of present-day Toronto. 


Soon afterward small groups of Indigenous people moved into the area. Prior 
to 1000 AD, the Wyandot people were likely the first group to live in the area, 
followed by the Iroquois. 


When Europeans first came to Toronto, they found a small Haudenosaunee 
(Iroquois) village known as Teiaiagon on the banks of the Humber River. 


The Mississaugas, an Anishinaabeg Nation, previously displaced by the 
Haudenosaunee, returned to the area, drove out the Haudenosaunee and re- 
established their villages along the north shore of the lake. 


The French first set up trading posts in the area, including Fort Rouillé in 1751, 
which they abandoned as the British conquered French North America in 
the Seven Years’ War. 


After the US War of Independence, the lands of the Toronto area were 
purchased from the Mississaugas to provide land for a new settlement. 


In 1793, Lieutenant Governor John Graves Simcoe moved the capital of Upper 
Canada to Toronto, which he named York, not wanting an aboriginal name.

Fort Rouillé was a French trading post established in or about 
1750. The fort was named after Antoine-Louis Rouillé (1689- 
1761), the Count of Jouy, appointed in 1749 by Louis XV to 
oversee France's colonies. 


The Governor of New France, the Marquis de la Jonquiére, 
had hoped that the fort would capture some of the trade 
between the Aboriginal population, many of whom were 
using the Humber River as a transport route, and the English 
fur-trading post located at the opposite side of Lake Ontario, 
at present-day Oswego, New York. 


The fort, destroyed by its garrison 
in 1759, was located in the area that 
is occupied today by the Canadian & 
National Exhibition, next to the 
Windshare turbine, where a 
monument, as well as the outline 
of the original fort, can be found.

“At that Council, Sir John Johnson discussed a number of potential land sales along the north . 
shore of Lake Ontario and in particular they discussed a potential purchase of the “carrying Rr xxv 
place” from Toronto to Lake Simcoe. 


“Although these discussions were later characterized as the “sale” of Toronto, and the £1,700 worth of 
presents were later characterized wrongly as payment for the Toronto Purchase, in actual fact, nothing was 
sold at that Council in 1787. The deed to the land that was “found” many years later was blank, with the marks 
of three Chiefs from the Toronto area on separate scraps of paper wafered onto the blank deed. There was no 
description of the land “sold” in the deed. 


“The only record which remains of the lands discussed in 1787 is contained in a letter written by Sir John 
Johnson twelve years after the fact in 1798: 


“ten miles square at Toronto, and two to four Miles, | do not recollect which, on each side of the intended road or 
carrying place leading to Lake Le Clai (Lake Simcoe), then ten miles square at the Lake and the same square at 
the end of the water communication emptying into Lake Huron this deed was left with Mr. Collins, whose Clerk 
drew it up to have the courses inserted with survey of these Tracts were completed and was never returned to my 
Office...” 


“It is important to note that Sir Johnson considered the purchase to be “ten miles square.” He is not certain 
about the width of the strip up to Lake Simcoe, but he was clear that is was either two or four miles on either

Early horse racing in York was held either on the 
Peninsula or on the garrison Common that was situated between the old 
fort (Fort York) and the new fort (Stanley Barracks). In 1837, John 
Scarlett (SCARLETT ROAD), who resided at Runnymede 
(RUNNYMEDE ROAD), built a simple course with a grandstand just 
north of the Dundas Road between Weston Road and the Humber 
River. Several years later, a Mr. W.H. Boulton opened his race course 
on property bounded by today’s Bloor, Baldwin, McCaul and Spadina 
Avenue. Next came Jack Maitland’s course on the Kingston Road (now 
Queen Street) just east of the Don River. Then followed Gates’ course, 
which was situated on the Danforth near Don Mills Road (now 
Broadview Avenue). One of the most successful courses was the Carlton 
Race Track built by William Keele (KEELE STREET) south of Dundas 
Street and west of today’s Keele Street. The first Queen’s Plate was run

all of which he had given up by 1821 to devote more time to his 
thriving businesses six miles outside York. In 1831, he opened a 
sawmill on the Humber. Five years later he embarked on a tour 
through the American Midwest with two sons to study the latest in 
mill machinery. Over the years, Scarlett operated brickyards, a 
sawmill, a grist mill, lumberyards, and a distillery, but his avocation 
was horses, and he was a very accomplished rider. He built a 
racecourse north of Dundas, west of Weston Road, in 1837, and races 
were held there for four years until the course closed. 

As befitted a man of stature and wealth, Scarlett built a larger 
residence in 1838, this time on Dundas. He called his estate 
Runnymede. The road that ran north from his property along the 
Humber was already known as Scarlett’s Road by that time. 

In 1846, Scarlett sold his mills at Lambton to William Pearce 
Howland. He also began to divide his property among his sons. The 
arrival of the railways in the 1850s spurred initial subdivision. In 
1856, Marcus Rossin bought and developed lots 39 and 40, bounded 
by present-day St. Clair Avenue, Jane Street, Annette Street, and 
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Clendenan Avenue. The subdivision was called Runnymede Estate, 
but most of it stood vacant until 1878. 

John Scarlett died at his Dundas Street home in 1865. He left 
Runnymede to his eldest son, Edward Christopher, who died in 1894. 
A number of Scarlett descendants owned land and operated businesses 
in the Junction. John Archibald Scarlett was a lumber and timber 
dealer on the Humber before he moved to British Columbia. His son 
bought lot 36, in the third concession, on which Gunn Abattoir 
established operations, Other Scarletts operated a grain dealership and 
a sand and gravel business in the area. 

The CPR yards near Dundas and Keele spurred more 
development in the 1880s. Lots near Dundas sold first, while those 
farther away were bought by speculators. The area was incorporated as 
the Town of Toronto Junction in 1881, and the City of West Toronto 
in 1908. It was annexed to Toronto the following year. Today, nwo 
major west-end arteries — Scarlett Road and Runnymede Road — are 


lasting reminders of the Scarletts and their estate.

In the heart of the forest, midway between York and the bridge 
over the Humber, was another famous resting place for teams— 
the Peacock Tavern—a perfect specimen of a respectable wayside 
hostelry of the olden time, with very spacious driving-houses and 
other appropriate outbuildings on an extensive scale. 

Not far from the Peacock a beaten track branched off westerly, 
which soon led the equestrian into the midst of beautiful oak woods, 
the trees constituting it of no great magnitude, but as is often the 
case on sandy plains, of a gnarled, contorted aspect, each present- 
ing a good study for the sketcher. This track also conducted to 
the Humber, descending to the valley of that stream where its 
waters, now become shallow but rapid, passed over sheets of shale. 
Here the surroundings of the bridle-road and foot-path were like- 
wise picturesque, exhibiting rock plentifully amidst and beneath 
the foliage and herbage. 

Here in the vale of the Humber stood a large Swiss-like structure 
of hewn logs, with two tiers of balcony on each of its sides. This 
was the house of Mr. John Scarlett. It was subsequently destroyed 
by fire. Near by were mills and factories also belonging to Mr. 
Scarlett. He was well connected in England ; a man of enlightened 
views and fine personal presence. He loved horses and was much 
at home in the saddle. A shrewd observer when out among his 
fellow men, at his own fireside he was a diligent student of books.

4.26 Second City Hall, southwest corner of Front and Jarvis streets (1844; largely demol- 

ished 1901), Henry Bowyer Lane, architect. Located across Front Street from the old 

market, originally it was called the New Market House. The arches flanking the porticoed 

main doorway led to a marketplace in the rear, and until substantial alterations were 

made in 1851, there were butchers’ stalls on the ground floor. The council chamber and 

municipal offices were located on the second floor. Although the building was never 

entirely satisfactory as a city hall, it was not replaced until 1899. The central portion has Eric Arthur, Toronto: No 
survived as part of the south St Lawrence Market building, where the very fine rear facade — Mean City, 1986, p. 87 
can still be seen from inside the market. 
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The First Concession Road-line derived its modern name of 
Bloor Street from a former resident on its southern side, eastward 
of Yonge Street. Mr. Bloor, as we have previously narrated, was 
for many years the landlord of the Farmers’ Arms, near the market 
place of York, an inn conveniently situated for the accommodation 
of the agricultural public. On retiring from this occupation with a 
good competency, he established a Brewery on an extensive scale 
in the ravine north of the first concession road. In conjunction 
with Mr. Sheriff Jarvis, he entered successfully into a speculation 
on land, projecting and laying out the village of Yorkville, which 
narrowly escaped being Bloorville. That name was proposed: as 
also was Rosedale, after the Sheriff’s homestead ; and likewise 
“Cumberland,” from the county of some of the surrounding 
inhabitants. The monosyllable “Blore” would have sufficed, 
without having recourse to a hackeyned suffix. That is the name of 
a spot in Staffordshire, famous for a great engagement in the wars 
between the Houses of Lancaster and York. But Yorkville was 
at last decided on, an appellation preservative in part of the name 
just discarded in 1834 by Toronto. 

Mr. Bloor was an Englishman, respected by every one. That 
his name should have become permanently attached to the Northern 
Boulevard of the City of Toronto, a favourite thoroughfare, several 
miles in extent, is a curious fact which may be compared with the 
case of Pimlico, the famous west-end quarter of London. Pimlico 
has its name, it is said, from Mr. Benjamin Pimlico, for many years 
the popular landlord ofa hotel in the neighbourhood. Bloor Street 
was for a time known as St. Paul’s road: also as the Sydenham 
road.

Carlton Park race track opened south of Dundas Street, just west of today’s Keele Street in 1857.

Horse races were held at Carlton until 
about 1876, the year after Woodbine Riding and Driving Club opened in Toronto's east end. A few

For several decades in the 19® century, this area was the site of one of 
Toronto's most popular horse racing venues, the Carleton Race Course. 
Before colonization, the land, just east of the Humber River arm 
of the Toronto Carrying Place, was the territory of the Wendat, 
Haudenosaunee, and Mississaugas of the Credit River First Nations. 


The racecourse was built by William Conway Keele on his farm in 1857. 
It became the home of the Toronto Turf Club and in 1859 the club 
sought royal patronage for an annual horse racing prize. Queen Victoria 
awarded a prize of 50 guineas. The first Queen's Plate was held here in 
June 1860. The race was advertised as: “Open to all horses bred in 
Upper Canada, which have never won public money.” Eight horses 
entered the race and five-year-old Don Juan won in front of an 
audience of abour 3,000, 


The Carleton Race Course was the home of the Queen's Plate for the 
next three years. From 1864 to 1882, the event was held at changing 
venues throughout Southern Ontario until the race was taken over by the 
Ontario Jockey Club and permanently held at Woodbine Park racetrack. 


Following the death of William Conway Keele, his estate was gradually 
divided. Much of it, including the racecourse, was sold in 1882 to 
developer Daniel Webster Clendenan, who rurned the land into what 
became the Village of West Toronto Junction.

The race track was a large oval bounded roughly by Glenlake Avenue to the south, High Park Avenue to the west, Pacific 
Avenue to the east, and Annette Street to the north. It was originally built by William Keele, for whom nearby Keele 
Street is named for, on his farm in 1857. It hosted the first Queen's Plate horse race in 1861 with an audience of about 
three thousand people. The race course was demolished in the 1890s after developer D.W. Clendenan purchased the

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The Making of High Park 


In 1836, City Surveyor John Howard and his wife Jemima purchased a 66 ha wooded lot on the 
lakeshore west of Toronto. Within a year he erected Colborne Lodge. The Howards named the 
estate High Park, since it is the highest point in the area. 


In 1873, the Howards deeded the property to the city for use as a "Public Park for the free use 
benefit and enjoyment of the citizens of the City of Toronto forever." With the exception of 
Colborne Lodge and a small farming operation, this land was in a relatively natural state. 


In 1876 the City acquired an additional 69 ha east of the estate. It was not until 1930 that the 
final 29 ha including Grenadier Pond (14 ha) was added, bringing the total size to 164 ha. 
However, 4.5 ha of marshland at the south end of Grenadier Pond was later given to Metro 
Transportation when the Queensway extension was built in the early 1950's, leaving 159.5 ha in 
total. 


For the first few decades after it was established, little development occurred in High Park, in 


keeping with John Howard's wishes that it be left in an undeveloped, natural state. It quickly 
became a popular destination for Torontonians wanting to picnic, walk, snowshoe or toboggan 
in a natural setting. 


In the early 1900s the surrounding neighbourhood became developed and public demand for 
active recreation increased. Trees were cleared for playing fields, new access roads were built, 
and non-native trees and turf grass were introduced. 


In 1873 John and Jemima Howard signed an agreement to 
convey High Park, their country property, to the City of Toronto 
to be maintained as public parkland. Three years later, in 1876, 
the City took ownership of 120 acres of the Howards’ 165 acre 
estate. The Howards retained ownership of Colborne Lodge and 
the surrounding 45 acres until John’s death in 1890. 


The Howards purchased their lakeside property which stretched 
from Lake Shore Road to Bloor Street in 1836, four years after 
immigrating to York (Toronto) from England. Howard, a trained 
architect, engineer and land surveyor, designed a small 
Regency-style picturesque cottage at the south end of the 
property. They named this cottage Colborne Lodge in honour of 
Howard’s patron, Sir John Colborne, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Upper Canada from 1828 - 1836. They called the property High 


Park because of the height of the hill overlooking Humber Bay 
and Lake Ontario. John and Jemima lived on and off at Colborne 


Lodge and their home in the City until John’s retirement in 1855 
when they moved back to the Lodge permanently.

REMINISCENCES OF HIGH PARK AND HUMBER 
By John Ellis. 


ADDRESS. 


iGH PARK is now widely known to most citizens of Toronto and many 
others from neighboring towns, who visit us occasionally. The late Mr. 
John George Howard, owner of this extensive and beautiful pleasure resort 
of the citizens of Toronto, only received for his valuable estate the small 
annuity of about $1,200 during the natural life of himself and Mrs. Howard 
—this, however, he enjoyed until his death in 1890. The annuity was granted by the 
city in 1874. 

According to the inscription on the cairn close to the cottage erected by him 
in the coronation year of Queen Victoria yclept “Colborne Lodge” in honour of 
the Governor of the Upper Province of that date, Mrs. Howard predeceased him in 
September Ist, 1877. 

Mr Howard was born at a small town within a short distance from London, 
England, and retained his English proclivities to the end. 

The iron railing surrounding the Howard Cairn or Mausoleum in High Park 
in close proximity to his old residence, which he occupied for about sixty years of 
his life, was part of the enclosure around the one mile circumference of St. Paul's 
Cathedral and grounds, which was removed to make room for the enormously in- 
creased traffic of the great Metropolis. The railing, which was quite massive, was 
erected by Sir Christopher Wren, architect of St. Paul's. The iron from which the 
structure was wrought was from the historical iron mines of Lamberhurst, Sussex, 
which were first worked as early as 1543. 

For over twenty years Mr. J. G. Howard was Geometrical Drawing Master 
at Upper Canada College, then situated at the corner of King and Simcoe Streets, 
once known as Russell Square, afterwards given up to commercial enterprises. 

Professionally Mr. Howard followed the vocation of engineer, architect and 
land surveyor, all combined—a strong indication of his peculiar versatility—in 1858 
retiring to his farm on the Lake Shore Road. His demesne, combined with the 
Joseph Ridout property, now forms the 375 acres comprising the magnificent recrea- 
tion grounds of hill and dale and water, refreshed by the ozone-laden breezes from 
blue Ontario, Toronto’s principal park. 

The diversified scenery of High Park has always been the admiration of 
artists, poets, and all lovers of nature. 
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Adjoining High Park, as yet the west city limits, and on the west margin of 
the Grenadier Pond, lies the block of land purchased by the late John Filis, of 
Norfolk, England, in February, 1838, who previous to making his home at Toronto 
was engaged in business at 15 Old Broad Street, London. The property now forms 
the easterly portion of Swansea, extending from the Lake Shore Road over a mile 
northward to Bloor Street. It is hardly necessary to state that Ellis Avenue derives 
its name from the original grantee of the property. This thoroughfare is strictly 
residential and has many handsome houses. The lawns are spacious and bordered 
with ornamental blooming shrubs, evergreen hedges, ete. 

Lot 38, first concession from the Humber Bay, in the Township of York, was 
a Crown grant to King’s College (now Toronto University) by George the Third. 

Although the picturesque scenery has been for the most part preserved, the 
place once famous for its grand old forest trees, Weymouth pines, was at an early 
date divested of the larger timber, which was hewn into square logs for building 
purposes and rafted down the lakes to the St. Lawrence for shipment to the Old 
Country. 

The writer, then quite a young man, at Mr. Frederick Capreal’s request, de- 
signed the script for the first debentures for the old Northern Railway stock, and 
a little later etched the Elgin coat-of-arms, encircled in a wreath of maple leaves 
with the beaver at the base of the shield, this was for the ornamentation of the 
silver | made by the late W. C. Morrison, of King St., jeweller, ete. With 
this spade Lady Elgin turned the first sod at the foot of Bay Street, the beginning 
of the structural work. 

Of the first iron road in this province, the handsomely designed wheel- 
barrow of black walnut. a Canadian product, used by Lady Elgin at the inaugural 
ceremony, was the handiwork of one of the artistically ornamental carvers of the 
furniture establishment of the almost forgotten firm of Jacques & Hay, then on 
Bay St., near King. The first locomotive seen in this country was “The Lady 
Elgin,” and was used in the grading work of the railway, which proved the pre- 
decessor of the great railway interests of this progressive country. 

At this juncture of my remarks it would be as much my duty as well as com- 
plaisant to revert to the pleasurable manner in which the late President of the 
Association always met the representatives of those of earlier days, and by whom 
the late Mr. Rennie’s memory will always be green in fond recollection by his 
colleagues. 

A visit to his beautiful estate on the west margin of the Grenadier water, 
overlooking the city park, will ever be of the greatest interest to members of the 
Society and friends generally. 

The evergreen hedges and terraced slopes, heightened in effect with many 
blooming shrubs and masses of flowers, coupled with the charm of landscape 
scenery present a picture of nature not easily to be forgotten.

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Davip KENNEDy, retired. The parents of our subject, Jamesand Diana 
(Foster) Kennedy, were natives of the County Cumberland, England, from 
which place they emigrated to York in 1832, and settled on Duke Street, 
subsequently purchasing property on Queen Street West, where he was 
extensively engaged in manufacturing carriages until his death in 1864. 
David is the second eldest son in the family, and was born in the County 
of Cumberland, England, in 1819. He came to York with his parents 
where he received such an education as the early schools of the city 
afforded. At an early age he entered his father’s shop, and although he never 
learned a trade he soon became a skilful workman. In 1855 he succeeded 
his father in business, and a few years later became extensively engaged in 
the lumber business, which he conducted until 1874, when he removed to 
the Township of West York, lots 36 and 37, where he purchased one 


hundred and eight acres of land, upon which he erected a fine and com- 
modious house at a cost of about $5,000. This beautiful and picturesque 
piece of property, Lake View Park, is situated five miles west of Yonge 
Street, on Bloor; here Mr. Kennedy has passed nearly twelve years of 
hard labour, and expended about $20,000 in converting a wild and romantic 
broken forest into a lovely quiet home, which is truly unsurpassed by any 
in Ontario; at considerable cost he has constructed three lovely artificial 
lakes that are stocked with forty thousand brook trout. In 1837, during the 
Rebellion, our subject was one of six soldiers stationed at the Old Fort 
when the alarm bell for war rang; they remained two days without receiving 
a supply of food, there being no commissioned officer in command. After 
being relieved, Mr. Kennedy joined Captain Brown’s company of volun- 
teers, which he accompanied to Montgomery’s Farm, the scene of action, 
where he participated in the engagement, also in the firing of the hotel. 
After serving about thirty days he returned home. In politics he is a Liberal 
Conservative, and in religion a member of the Church of England. In 1849 
he was married to Marion Cullen, of New York, by whom he has six sons 
and four daughters. His eldest son, David, is a great traveller, and is at 
present scaling the Rocky Mountains for pleasure. Charles R. Kennedy, 
his second son, was born in Toronto in 1852, where he was educated. He 
has chosen the artist’s profession, which he began about eight years since 
under the direction of Mr. Leslie Judson, of this city; he is at present 
located at 22 King Street East. Frederick Kennedy, third in order, was 
born in Toronto in 1854, is at present situated at 452} Queen Street West, 
where he has been for several years engaged as a jeweller and watch- 
maker. Three sons and three daughters remain at home and attend to the 
farm duties ; one of his daughters married Walter Foxwill, a retired farmer 
of West York.

This plan shows that several railway lines 
crisscrossed the district surrounding St. Clair 
Avenue West (identified here as a “proposed city 
drive and boulevard”) in the mid-1880s, and 
railway stations were located in Carlton, 
Davenport and West Toronto Junction. The 
Northern Railway (originally the Ontario, Simcoe 
& Huron Union Rail-Road) connected Toronto on 
the shores of Lake Ontario with Barrie on Lake 
Simcoe and Collingwood on Lake Huron. A 
“Proposed Northern Ry. Extension to Hamilton” 
also is illustrated here. The Midland Railway 
consolidated several railway lines that radiated 
out from Toronto. In turn, it was amalgamated 
with the Grand Trunk Railway (GTR) in 1883, as 
was the Northern Railway in 1888. The GTR’s 
main routes went from the Quebec border 
through Kingston to Toronto, and from Toronto 
to Stratford and Sarnia. The GTR became part of 
the Canadian National Railway in 1923. 


The Toronto Grey & Bruce Railway's line 
extended north from Toronto through Bolton to 
Orangeville, where one branch continued north 
to Owen Sound and the other northwest through 
Harriston as far as Teeswater. The Credit Valley 
Railway's service went from Toronto west through 
Galt, Woodstock and Ingersoll to St. Thomas. In : 
addition, branches were built to Orangeville and P  pneposso 
Elora. Both companies were taken over by the ee 
Ontario and Quebec Railway (O&QR) in 1883, 
whose eastern section extended between Toronto 
Junction through Peterborough to Perth and from 
Smith Falls to the Quebec border, while the 
western component linked the cities of 
Woodstock, London, Chatham and Windsor. In 
January 1884, the entire O&QR operation was 
leased for 999 years to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, founded in 1881 to build a 
transcontinental line.”

This probably was a working copy of the plan that the Dovercourt 
Land Building and Savings Company used to track sales in its 
subdivision ‘in the suburb of Dovercourt’. Lot 19 on Brandon 
Avenue is advertised at $4.50 per foot (0.3 metre), but the 
handwritten notes indicate that some lots were going for higher 
prices ranging from $5.50 to $9 a foot (0.3 metre). Many building 
lots are marked ‘Sold’ including all 24 fronting Dufferin Street and 
another two dozen in the block bounded by Dufferin, Davenport, 
Dunbar (now Beaver) and Lightbourn. 


The latter street was named for A. G. (Alexander Gilbert) 
Lightbourn, manager of the development company and also the 
first postmaster of the Dovercourt Post Office (shown here at the 
northwest corner of Dufferin and Armstrong), serving from 1 
November 1885 until his resignation on 10 November 1889.*° The 
Davenport Road Tramway is mentioned as another local amenity, 
expected to “be built during 1886” — in fact, street railway service

By 1885, several hundred people lived around the railway junction. Through Deputy-Reeve 1 888 
Daniel W. Clendenan, they pressed York Township Council for more amenities, especial- Village then 
ly a waterworks system.

In 1887, the Village of West Toronto Junction was incorporated. It received provin- 
cial assent on January 1, 1888. Its boundaries extended north from Bloor Street, south of Ne ee 
the cpr tracks, and west of the ctr tracks to Elizabeth Street (now Runnymede Road). In 2008 


1888, West Toronto Junction Council passed bylaw 40 to build a water system and issued 
a $75,000 debenture for it. The water would be brought from Lake Ontario and a pump- 
ing plant built in Swansea. 

Initially, Carlton and Davenport preferred to remain under the jurisdiction of York 
Township and to continue to depend upon pumps in their backyards for their water sup- 
ply rather than join the railway village south of the tracks (West Toronto Junction) and risk 
a sharp increase in taxes. During 1888 both villages grew dramatically and the demand for 
serviced building lots became acute. Many local residents remained dubious however, 
about joining the Junction. In November 1888, a delegation from Carlton and Davenport 


applied to York County Council to have their two communities combined as an incorpo- 


rated village, to be called “Stanley” after Lord Stanley, Canada’s governor-general from 1888 
to 1893.

The local group wanted “Stanley” to include the lands north of the cpr tracks, west 
to Elizabeth Street (Runnymede Road) - territory which West Toronto Junction Council 
thought belonged to it. A land dispute developed, and Junction Council opposed the 
incorporation of “Stanley”. It lobbied the County Council, which refused to incorporate 
the new village. Subsequently, a committee, composed of such prominent “Stanley” resi- 
dents as Dr. J. T. Gilmour, William Pears, Peter Laughton, Allan Royce, John Alfred Bull, 
Francis Heydon, John Barnes, and George James Gilbert, approached West Toronto 
Junction Council, and proposed to have Carlton and Davenport join the Junction. By this 
time sentiment in the two older communities had shifted toward union. 

Local historian A. B. Rice noted: “The advancing land prices, the increase in pop- 
ulation, the hum of industry and throb of commerce on both sides of the railway track 
stemmed from the same source - the cpr - so why not have one big town instead of two 
little ones? Moreover, if a village of Stanley were incorporated, it would need a system of 
waterworks.”>! 

In late 1888, Carlton, Davenport, and the disputed territory north of the Credit 
Valley branch of the cpr were annexed to West Toronto Junction. The addition enlarged 
West Toronto Junction by about 58 acres (23 hectares) and 1,200 people. Following annex- 
ation, two councillors retired voluntarily to make room for representatives from the 
annexed areas, Carlton businessmen William Pears and John Alfred Bull. 

On 23 March 1889, the Town of West Toronto Junction was officially proclaimed. 
It was divided into five wards - two north of the railway tracks and three in the area that 
for 15 months had been the village of West Toronto Junction. In the April 1889 elections, 
Allan Royce and George James Gilbert were elected to the first town council to represent 
Ward 1 (Davenport), John Alfred Bull and Francis Heydon for Ward 2 (Carlton), and 
Carlton gardener Peter Laughton became deputy-reeve.

the removal of night soil for the year, monthly visits being made by the scavenger. On 
the whole this has been satisfactory. ‘This contract, however, did not include the removal 
of garbage, and | would deem it wise that if a similar arrangement is made for next year 
that this matter be provided for, or better still, the organization of a scavenging depart 
ment by the town. 


The sanitary inspector, I may say, has been very attentive in the performance of 
his, not always pleasant, duties, and has rendered me every assistance in his power.

The first street railway to be incorporated on November 12, 1890 under the Ontario Street Railway Act was the 
Weston, High Park and Toronto Street Railway Company, Limited which was intended to be a horse car operation 
in Toronto, West Toronto Junction, and York and Etobicoke Townships. Before construction started it was changed in 
1891 to the City and Suburban Electric Railway Company, Limited. In October 1892 it began operating its route 
from Dundas and Keele going west on Dundas to Gilmour Avenue. The following year it was built south to Louisa 
Street (St. Johns Road), east to Fairview Avenue and south to Evelyn Crescent. It was later extended east along 
Dundas Street to Humberside Avenue, the City Limits of Toronto where it connected with cars of the Toronto 
Railway Company which had reached there in 1893. This extension was sold on December 23, 1893 to the TRC 
which extended its Dundas route over it to a wye in the intersection of Dundas and Keele. TRC double tracked the line 
from Humberside to Indian Grove leaving the last two short blocks as single track. A planned extension west along 
Humberside to connect with the west end of the line at Evelyn would have made a complete circuit. It was never built 
and eventually, the portion south of Dundas to Evelyn was later abandoned (November 28, 1922) for the lack of 
riders. However, an extension was built in the 1890's westward along Dundas from Runnymede to Lambton Park at 
the Humber River. This was a side of the road line along the north side of Dundas. The only passing track was at 
Willard Avenue, two blocks east of Jane Street.

“Goheen believes that in Toronto streetcars were first developed to serve the suburban middle class; they 
were not intended as low cost transportation for the workers. 


Thus, Toronto is thoroughly typical in that the desire to gain access to the center of the city on the part of 
a few well-to-do suburbanites preceded the desire to escape the city by its residents. (Goheen, 1970:73-4) 


When, in 1894, the Toronto Suburban Railway Company Limited (T.S.R.) was incorporated to consolidate 
the Junction's two streetcar lines, it was allowed to charge up to three cents a mile in fares (Salmon, 1961:6). 


Thus, a roundtrip on the 3.11 mile Davenport route could cost as much as eighteen cents, or 
approximately fifteen percent of the daily wages of a C.P.R. section man in that year. And there would 
still be the Toronto streetcar fare to pay. 


Certainly there were reduced commutation fares; but even the minimum one way fare of five cents, plus a 
comparable fare on the Toronto system, would place the cost of a round trip to Toronto at one sixtha 
working man's daily wage. 

Further, the route of both the Davenport and Crescent lines travelled through suburban communities; it 
was not until 1894 that the Crescent route was extended to connect with the Toronto Dundas streetcar... 


In 1894 the T.S.R. extended its service beyond the Junction: a line was built from Keele and Dundas to 
Weston and the Crescent route was extended west from Gilmour to Lambton. These two extensions 
marked the beginning of the Junction as a regional transportation center, a role that would become 
stronger in the 1900’s.” (Wekerle, 1976:50-51) 
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In 1909 it became the Humberside Collegiate 
Institute, part of the Toronto Board of Education 
when West Toronto Junction was annexed by 
the City of Toronto.

One million and fifty thousand dol- 
lars had now been authorized for the 
work.

cast-iron work. 

On opening the tenders, it was ap- 
parent that more money would be re- 
quired, and the people were appealed 
to again.

Runnymede Road took its name from the same- 
named home of John Scarlett (1777-1865), a 
wealthy UK born merchant-miller who played a 
significant role in the development of what is now 
known as the Junction neighbourhood. 


In addition to owning other land in the area, Scarlett 
bought all the land fronting on both sides of Dundas 
Street from its junction with the Weston Plank Road 
to what is now Jane Street, a total of 644 acres. 
Scarlett, a slave owner (bought in Antigua for £144 
on his way to Toronto), maintained and collected 
tolls on Scarlett Road and on Runnymede Road, a 
street which lead north to his home (i.e., not 
Elizabeth St.). 


Scarlett’s ‘Runnymede Estate,’ built on the corner of 
Dundas Street West and Keele Street, was named 
after the meadow alongside the River Thames near 
Old Windsor in England where the Magna Carta was 
signed in 1215.

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Toronto Junction goes dry, 1904 


In the early 1900s, the new economic prosperity led to an explosion of business at Junction 
hotels. The taverns were always full, even on Sundays, and drunken brawls and rowdyism 
were common. In 1903, the Toronto Star reported: “It was not unusual to find a dozen men 
lying drunk in the snow covered ground, when the other men were heading for work in the 
morning.”58 Gambling and prostitution were also encouraged, it was claimed by Reverend 
T. E. E. Shore, the new pastor at Annette Street Methodist Church and a leader of the pro- 
hibition movement in Toronto Junction, who described hotels as “cesspools of harlotry, vice 
and iniquity.”>9 

In the January 1904 municipal elections, 869 of 1,549 Toronto Junction voters agreed 
to rid the town of its licensed hotels and liquor stores. After April 30, 1904, liquor was no 
longer sold legitimately. On that last day, crowds flocked to the six Junction hotels. The day 
after, most of the hotels boarded up their windows and locked their doors. 

The 1,600-acre (650 hectares) territory of the former municipality remained dry for 
the next 90 years. In plebiscites held in 1966, 1972, and 1984, the “wets” failed to take 60% 
of the vote, the minimum required to change the existing situation. However, in 1988 spe- 
cial legislation divided the old City of West Toronto into three geographic areas, and enabled 
each area to seek changes to liquor sales and licensing within its own area in accordance with 
the Liquor Licence Act.®° 

In 1994, more than 60% of voters in part of Toronto’s Ward 12 voted to repeal the 
prohibition bylaw. Voters living in the area bounded roughly by Runnymede Road, the 
CPR tracks north of Dundas, the city limits, and the CNR tracks next to Caledonia agreed 
to allow the sale of spirits, beer and wine in government stores and the consumption of alco- 
hol in licensed premises.®! Residents living in the former municipality south and west of that 
area, then parts of Toronto’s Ward 1 and Ward n,, voted in a separate plebiscite in November 
1997. Ward 1 went wet with 60% plus one vote agreeing to licensed premises, while Ward 11 
(which included the Dundas commercial strip east of Keele) stayed dry by 24 votes, with 59% 
voting yes. Two-thirds of the voters in both areas agreed to have liquor stores.

Mest people have noticed the in- 

creasing importance given in 
recent years to the beautifying of 
cities. Citizenship has come to carry 
with it a noticeable tendency towards 
that pride in beautiful surroundings 
which brought fame to the cities of 
Greece for all time. A trite phrase, 
“the city beautiful,’ is one result of 
this tendency. It is unthinkingly ut- 
tered by those who run while they 
real. but if indicates that there has 
come into existence a pride in the 
attractiveness of city streets and 
parks which had been either dead or 
dormant. for many years. The move- 
ment which has given birth to this 
sentiment is yet young, although its 
results are already widespread. Many 
large cities in Canada and the United 
States are competing with one an- 
ther to obtain positions of preém- 
inence as centres of esthetic charm. 
The movement is growing quickly in 
Canada, and an evidence of its ad- 
vance was afforded recently by the

In 
Toronto they have taken definite ac- 
tion toward quickening the interest of 
the citizens in the attractiveness of 
their city. It is to be expected, there- 
fore, that the citizens should show a 
lively appreciation of the efforts of 
those who wish to beautify the city 
and should have done their own share 
by building pleasant-looking homes. 
Those who are critically disposed will 
find individual matters for complaint, 
but those who have an eye for the 
yvoveral effecr will find that Toronto 
has resently male izsportant develop 
ments in the direction of becoming an 
atlractive residential city.

In 1908, Stathcona School was built at the north east corner of St. John’s Road and 
Runnymede to relieve pressure on surrounding schools. The school was named after 
Donald Smith, Lord Strathcona. He had driven the last spike of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The new school was opened in 1909 by the West Toronto Public School board 
and was taken over later that year by the Toronto Board of Education. By 1910 the school 
+ employed eight teachers and consisted of eight rooms. It was enlarged in 1913. By 1937, 
the average enrolment was 501 pupils. In 1941, there was a proposal to close the school 
and in 1943 it was indeed closed. In 1945 it was officially reopened as Runnymede 
Chronic Care Hospital. In 2011 the original building was demolished and the new hospital 
was built.

Architectural Notes 


« A robust classicism adapted to the modern school. 

« Modern approach to fenestration for the classroom, giving plenty of natural daylight. 

» Strong horizontal banding of first floor alludes to ashlar stone coursing. 

» Roman doric columns support clasically decorated entablature porches at the two main 
entrances, typically one for boys, the other for girls. This decoration is reminiscent of 
the original porch of the Masonic Temple and similar to the porch at the Annette Street 
Public School. 

« The main entrances are located at the vertical mid-point between the basement and the 

first floor. 

The high basement allows for usable teaching spaces (such as gymnasia) as well as 


service spaces. 

The overall massing of the building reveals the internal organization: a capital letter “I” 
in plan, where the top and bottom cross stokes each contain 2 classrooms opening off 
of an internal hall, which links to a central corridor through the centre of the floor plan, 


itself being 2 classrooms on each side of the central corridor. Total classrooms are 8 
per floor. Vertical circulation likely also takes place just inside of the main doors. 
Original building was likely only the central portion, as this would account for the 
original 8 classrooms. When the building was expanded by adding the 2 wings, the 
additions forced the relocation of the entrances.

ONLY ON STATED CONDITIONS 


Swansea Residents at Mass Meeting Discuss Terms for Joining 


City—Are Suspicious of High Tax Rates. 


“Just as we are, without one plea,” 
Swansea's terms of annexation. 

Bwansea ratepayers held an unusu- 
ally well attended mesting in the 


school on Windermere ave. last night 
and voted to have a petition form 


cirenjated for signatures asking the 
Council of the City of Toronto for 
annexation. This general mecting fol- 
lows that of the Swansea Ratepayers’ 
Association, which advocated ths same 
course one week ago. Delegates from 
Runnymede wero present to ask for 
Swansea's co-action in tho matter, 
Runnymede having already decided for 
anpexaticn. It has been pointed out to 
‘them that. it would be wise to wait for 
| Swansea, and they have been walting, 
lt was claimed lust evening, six weeks 
for Swansea's decision. 

"J am in fuvor of annexation,” said 
Mr. Franks Coombs, a large land own- 
er on Eis avenue, “but £ want to sea 
us get fair terms. If we can get all 
these city improvements such as fire 
and police protection, water services, 
sewers, garbage cvullection, sidewalks, 
street pavements, and Hydro-Electric 
lights, let us see that we get them on 
the debenture system, not on the local 
improvement plan. Gentlemen, if we 
don’t see to that vital point and insist 
on it, Swansea wiil be tuxed out of ex- 
istence. Every improvement we ask 


for, the city will say, all right, we'll 
five it to you, but you'll pay for it. 
We don’t want that, Our tax rate is 
high enough as it ts. Let the city | 
pay for these things out of the gen- 
Cral tax in tho shape of Interest on 
bonds, That’s the way West T'oronto 
came in, We want to come in the way 
they did—we want these things the 
Way the rest of the ‘city got them. 

“For heaven's sake, gentlemen, don’t 
follow Runnymede—they heave balled 
uy» the whole thing for three years. 

“Annexation is the salvation of 
Swansea," declared Mr. Crombie. “Tf 
ie buy something we have to pay for 

A five-year flxed assessment was 
mentioned as a condition to ask for. 

Mr. Coombs then moved that the 
Executive Committee formulate and 
draw up a petition and circulate it for 
signature by the ratepayers, asking 
that Swansea be annexed to the city. 

The motion was put to a vote and 
carrled by a fair majority. 

Mr. Pellett, a delegate from Runny- 
mede, arose to ask Swansea's co-oper- 
ation, 

Another Runnymede delegate said 
that the city aldermen had told them 
it was impossible to annex Swansea 
without Runnymede. 

It was the men with 200-foot Iots 
that opposed annexation of Runny- 
mede. 

"Qne mitn up our way,” Said the 
speaker, “has 400 feet, with a frontage 
on two streets. AS s00n as he suw 
that annexation was likely, he sold 


a 


his property all except 50 feet in 
the middle of it, without any frontage 
at all, and he lives there. That's the, 
selfish kind of opposition we've got.” 

“It's the workingman, who has to 
tramp to the city cars every morn- 
ing and back again every. night, that 
needs annexation,” said another Swna- 
sea ratepayer. “We get nothing from 
the township—sidewalks, drains, roads, 
Water, or anything else. When we 
came here four years ago we were 
assessed at $4 and $5 a foot. Now 
they assess us at $20 a foot, and they 
don't give us anything for the taxes 
we pay. The city taxes are rated at 
18 1-2 mills on the dollar, They are 
higher than those in Swansea. Swan- 
sea taxes aro higher than those of 
Runnymede. Assessment is as high in 
Swanseu, and Runnymede, as in the 
city, nnd we pay a 24-mill rate.” 

“Fhe township will give us umprove-~ 
ments just as cheap as the city, on 
the local improvement plan,” declared 


another of those present “The Council} 


told me so.” 
Don’t Want a Park. 

“We don’t want Home Smith annex- 
ation. We want Swansea annexation 
with Toronto,” said the last speaker of 
the evening. “We don't want Swansea 
set apart as a park residence district. 
We want these gullies filled up with 
factories and railroad sidings. The 
workingman wants to Mve near his 
work. This Home Smith plan is not 
in the interests of the workingman.” 

The workingmen present applauded. 
Those property owners who claim 
Swansea us u second and a bettor 
Rosedale in such of the section where 
the influx of shack-dwellers has not 
affected it, looked glum.

THE SUB-DIVISION QUESTION. 

As long as human nature remains as 
it is there will continue to be parasites— 
those who contribute nothing to the im- 
provement of conditions or the uplifting 


of the nation, but live on the labor of 
others. One of the worst kind of para- 
sites is the individual who induces others 
to buy real estate at such a figure that 
to the purchaser it cannot prove any- 
thing but a disastrous transaction. 

There has been so much sub-division 
property put on the market in the past 
few years in Canada that many older 
and more conservative investors are ask- 
ing the question, ‘‘ Where will it end?’’ 
and some even suggest a disastrous and 
sudden ending to real estate specula- 
tion. . 

It is true that a community or a series 
of communities cannot be built up with- 
out the sub-division of land. But the 
sub-divider has in too many cases over- 
looked the fact of his privilege and 
his obligation. His privilege is a large 
one, and instances of real estate agents 
in Canada living up to their privileges 
are conspicuous by their paucity. It is 
surely a privilege to contribute to the 
beautifying of a townsite by laying out 
residential tracts in harmonious and ar- 
tistic design, with a view to the pleasure 
and health of future residents. It has 
often been remarked that there is enough 
land and it is cheap enongh to obviate 
the necessity of limiting a residential lot 
to a rectangular plot of from twenty-five 
to thirty-three feet frontage. 


J. David Hulchanski, University of Toronto 


The obligation of the real estate agent 
is no less than his privilege. He, like 
other business and professional men, 
should render some service for the re- 
muneration he reecives. Unfortunately, 
in the case of a great deal of the sub- 
division of real estate, the agent-is satis- 
fied to allow the surveyor to render the 
most of the service while his service con- 
sists in finding purchasers and meeting 


the selling expenses, and pocketing large : 


profits. ' 

Another unpleasant feature of the sub- 
division question, particularly for those 
who have purchased lots, is the large 
and unreasonable areas far from the 
centre of population that have been sub- 
divided and sold. 


On every side one hears the remark 


that there should be some legislation in 
regard to allowing to be placed on the 
market such sub-divisions as cannot for 
many years prove valuable for other 
than agricultural or market garden pur- 
poses. There is nothnig in British law 
to prevent an individual from dividing 
his land into twenty-five foot lots and 
offering it for sale, and so long as he 
does not misrepresent conditions he is 
in no danger of any penalty. 


In many towns and cities, commend- 
able action has been taken by those in 
authority by refusing to extend the city 
limits to inelude sub-divided property 
that cannot be expected to be used for 
building purposes for several years. 


If real estate men had been satisfied 
to sub-divide property at such a rate 
as only actual development demanded, 
there would be to-day large amounts of 
money‘available for industrial and muni- 
cipal development, and the ultimate 
amount of actual wealth produced would 
in no way have been diminshed, but 
rather increased. 
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As one real estate man expressed it 
to the writer: ‘‘The fanatical buying and 
selling of speculative properties must 
slow up regardless of how good the cities 
may become.’’ This slowing up process 
has begun in some cities in the West, 
and the process must continue if an un- 
fortunate condition is to be averted. If 
speculation in unproductive properties 
does not slow up, there will be a repeti- 
tion of history and operations will sud- 
denly cease with s considerable shock. 

The writer does not desire to suggest 
that the situation at the present time is 
at all serious, but properties are con- 
tinually being sold and bought on which 
it will take years for the purchaser to 
realize a profit. The purchaser, however, 
must realize his responsibility. Either 
he bas not given the property sufficient 
investigation or he has bought through 
an agency lacking in reliability. 

There are and will continue to be good 
sub-division propositions, but the buyer 
will bave to use discrimination in pur- 
chasing. If he cannot see the property 
he should make sure that he is dealing 
with a thoroughly reliable agency.

Some of these do not 
rent themselves i to the 
speculative builder. Nevertheless these 
properties have been selling well. 

In connection with this property it 
is interesting to note that the eompany’s 
official architect has to pass every 
plan, and also that the un- 
der the direction of Thomas Mawson, the 
landscape engineer, has this year planted 
some 100,000 shrubs on the property. 
This class of development work, which 
some of the best firms are doing, is very 
ereditable. 
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In Lawrence Park, for example,’ $22,- 

‘|000 worth of land has already been sold 
during August. In another of the big 
city subdivisions, put on the market 
about May 24, 700 out of 859 lots have 
been sold in the three months. This was 
cheap land north of the old city belt- 
line in the north-western part of the 
city. The prices were from $8 to $20 per 
foot. 

In another subdivision, also put on the 
market late this spring, about one-third 
of the lots, or $375,000 have been sold 
thus far. In the Danforth Avenue sec- 
tion of the city, of a forty-one acre sub- 
division, put on the market early this 
;summer, at prices ranging from $15 to 
$37, some two-thirds has been 


sold, a large part of it to builders. One 
interesting fact in connection with this 
subdivision is the rapidity with which! | 


the city is putting in sidewalks on the 
property, where houses are not yet to 
be seen, 

Builders and outsiders wonder at the 
comparatively high price of land in To- 
ronto. Probably many builders in this 
city have given up building  resi- 

ences because they thought the price of 
land was too high to allow them to go 
head. This was practically the case in 
onnection with cheap houses ranging 
from $2,000 to $3,500. 

In this class of property it is very 
difficult to get land with conveniences 
for less than $40 to $45 a foot.

Speculators in the cheap subdivisions 
and around Toronto have done well in 
ny cases.

The first storey consists of foyer, living 
room, kitchen, and dining and sitting 
areas. On the second storey are four 
bedrooms and one bathroom, 
although this house is now a duplex 
so the second floor is a separate unit.

What is the Fate “of the High 
Restrictions Placed on Land 
That is Now Greatly Re- 
duced in Value? 


Holders of vacant land in Toronto, 
who have been paying taxes and inter- 
est on their property for the past five 
years, hoping some day to realize on 
their investments, are finding that the 
market for well-located building lots 
has been showing improvement of 
late. With the increased building ac- 
tivity that came this spring the demand 
for improved building lots quickened 
and it is probable that the further 
building activity that will come 
when labor conditions are more 
settled and building supplies are 
more easily obtained, will lead to a 
still further rise in values. This ap- 
plies only to close-in improved pro- 
perties, however. The man who “in- 
vested” his money in the boom years 
in outlying sub-divisions that had 
little but high restrictions and eu- 
phonious names to their credit may as 
well give up hope of realizing on his 
investment, although in some places 
improved transportation facilities 
would help greatly.

All local improvements, including 
sewers, pavements, and sidewalks 
were put in by the sub-divisions and 
high restrictions were placed on the 
property. This spring the land was 
auctioned off at disappointing prices.

the need for dwelling houses selling at between $2,000 and $3,500 
has been felt for many years. As far back as 1911, the Medical 
Officer of Health presented a Report on Slum Conditions in Toronto 
and embodied recommendations dealing with the housing problem. 
The situation has gradually become more acute, and a year ago it 
was estimated that 5,000 dwelling houses were required. 


The following is a resumé of the action taken during the past 
year to supply such houses (other than by private construction) : 


1918. 

MAY -—The District Labor Council requested that the Board of Control 
consider the advisability of submitting « debenture by-law to the 
people, permitting the city to borrow money for the purchase of 
land and the erection of workingmen’s dwellings. 


A deputation, consisting of representatives from the Board of 
Trade, the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, the G.W.V.A,, the 
Toronto Housing Company and Organized Labor, waited on Premier 
Hearst in connection with the housing situation. 


JUNE —The Ontario Government, by Order-in-Council, appointed a sub- 
committee of the Organization of Resources Committee to look into 
the housing question. 


JULY —Report of the Medical Officer of Health sent on to Council, by the 
Board of Control, for their information. In this report the dearth 
of houses for workingmen in Toronto was emphasized and attention 
drawn to the fact that, while an average of 5,000 houses per year 
was needed, the City Architect’s records showed only 902 such 
dwellings erected in 1917. 


Property Committee appointed Housing Sub-Committee. 


Property Committee approved of scheme for removal of restrictions 
as to three-storey apartment houses in a designated district of the 
city. Struck out in Council and referred back to Board of Control 
for further consideration. 


Premier Hearst announced Provincial Housing Plan whereby 
$2,000,000 was made available (at 5°% interest) to municipalities—- 
on application—for the construction of moderate-priced houses. 


—Board of Control appointed a Commission (consisting of the Com- 
missioner of Finance, the Assessment Commissioner, the City 
Architect, the Commissioner of Works, and the Medical Officer of 
Health) to make a survey of Toronto from the housing standpoint 
and report to the Board of Control] and City Council. 


. —Property Committee recommended that effort be made to accept the 
offer of the Provincial Government. The Board of Control recom. 
mended that this be struck out. Action concurred in by City 
Council. Matter referred to Housing Commission appointed by 
Board. 


—Property Committee again recommended the removal of restrictions 
as to the three-storey apartment houses in a designated district in 
the city. Board of Control recommended that this be not adopted. 
Matter referred back by Council to Board for further consideration. 


—Dominion Government announced the creation of a fund of $25,000,- 
000 to be made available to the several Provincial Governments, in 
proportion to their population, for carrying out a program for better 
housing.

Toronto Housing Commission, 1919-1952 
Administrative history 1919 


In 1918, the provincial and federal governments passed legislation allowing municipalities to build housing for 
returning soldiers. The City responded by setting up the Toronto Housing Commission (By-law 8122) on May 9, 1919. 
The commissioners appointed were H.H. Williams (Chair), Allan Ross (Vice-Chair), Sir James Woods, Sir John C. Eaton, 
and Frank A. Rolph. The first meeting was held May 12 and by May 19 temporary offices were opened in the Temple 
Building. 


The chief function of the Commission was the erection of houses for sale. Much work was completed during 1919, 
including the acquisition of land and approval of plans of subdivision. The typical home built was a seven-room semi- 
detached with a selling price of $4,000.00 with 10% down payment and a 20-year mortgage at 5%. 


The Commission contemplated building 500 dwellings, but in the end only 236 were built. Lower than expected 
demand was the main issue. The returning soldier needed to have a job and be able to afford the home. High 
unemployment after the war meant many soldiers were not eligible. Further exacerbating this problem was a 
significant increase in housing prices between 1919 and 1920. The Commissioners recommended in March of 1920 
that no new houses be built. There were subsequent discussions about the program and in December 1920, Council 
appointed a new set of Commissioners, composed of heads of departments to conclude all outstanding work. 


During 1921, councillors debated a broadening of the Commission's mandate to include the construction of 1,000 
homes, which could either be sold or rented. However, this motion was defeated in Council in February 1921. 
Therefore, the Commission continued to manage and maintain these homes until 1952, by which time the mortgages 
had all been repaid and the remaining assets of the Commission had been transferred to the City Treasurer. 
Consequently, Council dissolved the Toronto Housing Commission on October 27 of that year (By-law 18732).

ToRONTO HOUSING CoMMISSION.—-Following the 1914-1918 war there 
was a period of acute inflation during which rents greatly increased. 
There was a housing shortage but not such a shortage as exists to-day. 
Vacancies varied from 2.21 to 2.14 per cent. It was felt, however, that 
steps should be taken by the municipality to build low-priced housing 
for certain categories of persons. By-law No. 8122 passed on 9th May, 
1919, recited, ‘the present necessity for more housing accommodation” 
and it created the Toronto Housing Commission. This By-law was 
confirmed by a Statute (1920, 10-11 George V, Chapter 145) which 
began, “whereas the housing accommodation in the City of Toronto 
is insufficient to meet the need of the inhabitants thereof”. By the 
Statute the Commission was authorized to erect (on land within the 
limits of the City) dwelling houses of not more than seven rooms of a 
class suitable for war veterans, or working men or working women, 
and men and women of moderate means, residents of Toronto. These 
houses might be sold at cost to such persons who were British subjects. 


The City was empowered from time to time without the assent 
of the electors, to borrow money for the purchase of the land and 
construction of the houses. 


The Commission was also authorized to make loans to British 
subjects who desired to erect houses for their own occupation. 


The Commission was to consist of five residents of the City, not 
members of Council. These positions were filled from May 9th, 1919, 
to December 20th, 1920, by Sir John C. Eaton, Sir James W. Woods, 
Mr. Frank A. Rolph, Mr. J. Allan Ross and Mr. H. H. Williams. 


Financing was by a bond issue of the City of $864,000.00 bearing 
interest at 6 per cent. 


The Commission constructed 236 houses and sold them under pur- 
chase agreements to purchasers who made down payments of 10 per 
cent. The balance was payable over a period of twenty years with 
interest at 5 per cent. The municipality thus lost 1 per cent. per annum 
on the financing. 


In 1920 the resignations of the above named Commissioners were 
accepted. By By-law No. 8603 passed 20th December, 1920, they were 
replaced by five City officials, viz.: the City Solicitor, the City Treasurer, 
the Commissioner of Property, the City Auditor and the Commissioner 
of Buildings. The By-law sought to reduce the powers of the Com- 
mission to the administration, execution and completion of agreements

Housing and the supply of materials fall under the Minister of Muni- 
tions and Supply. 


Rent control and the supply of housing are two aspects of one 
question. They could, with advantage, be combined temporarily, or 
permanently, under one authority. The experience of the rentals 
administration and that of those engaged in providing housing might 
well be pooled. 
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We subsequently purchased a portion of the Webb Estate, bounded 
by Runnymede Road, Lincoln Avenue and Gilmour Avenue, but, owing 
to the objections raised by some of the property owners in the neighbor- 
hood, we were delayed about one month in proceeding with the actual 
erection of the houses thereon. A little later we purchased other parcels 
of land from the Webb Estate, on Annette, Spears and Evans Streets; 
from the Kennedy Estate, on Ardagh and Durie Streets; and from Mr. 
Hill and Mr. Harris, lands fronting on Coxwell and Hillingdon Avenues; 
the total frontage acquired was 7,686’. We built upon 5,337’6”, and, 


therefore, have on hand, undeveloped, 2,348'6”". 


The average selling price of the house and land will approximate 
$4,000, inclusive of all charges. All houses are well situated as regards 
general living requirements, such as sanitation, transportation and the 
future increase of reality values. The photographs illustrating this re- 
pore lag that architectural construction and landscape layout are of 
the best. 

The terms of payment for the houses constructed by the Housing 
Commission, were as follows: 10% in cash, and the remainder spread 
over a period of 20 years, payable in monthly instalments, with interest 
at the rate of 5%, computed on the balance owing each month. These 
terms are remarkably easy, as is evidenced by the fact that the monthly 
instalment, plus taxes and insurance, is less than other six-roomed houses, 
not so well built, are renting for to-day. 


In conclusion, we would remind you that at the time of our appoint- 
ment we were told that the City required the services of business men 
who would conduct the operations of the Housing Commission so as to 
enable men and women of limited means to secure a home, and so that 
the City would riot lose money by their operations. In fact, to conduct 
the work of the Commission as they would their own business, but with 
neither profit nor loss to the City. 

We have studied the situation from all viewpoints, and, having 
regard to the abnormal cost of building, strongly recommend the City 
to cease building houses; but should the City see fit not to act on our 
recommendation, we will be forced to decline to go on with operations 
which, in our opinion, will mean serious loss to the citizens and a further 
increase in an already high Tax Rate.

WOULD RATHER RENT 
THAN BUY OWN HOME 


Toronto Housing Commission 
Has Surplus Houses On 
Its Hands 


“People are not buying our houses 
because we cannot convince them that 
it is cheaper for them to own their 
own homes than to pay rent,” said W. 
Swain, secretary of the Toronto Hous- 
ing Commission, explaining to THE 
FINANCIAL POST one reason why 
the commission has a surplus of homes 
on the market, that they cannot find 
buyers for. At present the commis- 
sion has 236 houses under construc- 
tion, which will be ready for occupancy 
within the next month or two, but 
only 100 persons have seriously offered 
to purchase. There are about a Gozen 
completed homes unoccupied. 

The housing commission homes sell 
for $3,500, on the average. A pay- 
ment of 10% is demanded, and terms 
are arranged for the remainder so 
that the principal, interest, taxes and 
insurance amount to about $30 a 
month. At the end of twenty years, 
this monthly payment has purchased 
the house. Despite the fact that 
similar houses throughout the city rent 
for $30 and $40 a month, people refuse 
to buy the Housing Commission’s 
homes. Mr. Swain tells a woman who 
asked how much it would cost to buy 
a house from the commission. She 
was told that it would cost her $31 a 
month. She refused to buy because 
her rent was only $30, and no amount 
of argument would convince her that 
part of her $31 a month constituted an 
investment while her $30 a month was 
ar unrecoverable payment. _

The real estate interests that dominated the THC and 
City Council prevented rental housing as an option.

used. All the dwellings are six-roomed, it having 
been found on investigation that this was the size for 
which there was by far the greatest demand. 

The prices have uot yet been definitely settled, 
but the houses will be sold at cost, which is estimated 
from $3,800 to $4,000. It is the commission’s object 
to cater exclusively to the workingman. The terms 
of purchase are 10 per cent. of the total cost before 
occupation, and the balance in 240 inonthly install- 
ments. These monthly payments, combining prin- 
ciple and interest at 5 per cent., will amount to $6.50 
per thousand dollars of cost per month. The secre- 
tary of the commission has discretionary power to 
accept less than 10 per cent. cash payment when ap- 
plication is first made for the house, and the filing of 
the application doves not form a binding contract on 
either party, The full 10 per cent., however, must be 
paid before the house is occupied, as a guarantee of 
good faith on the part of the applicant.

Grace Irwin was born in 1907 in Toronto, 
youngest of five children of John Irwin and 
Martha Fortune. She received her secondary- 
school | education, at| Parkdale Collegiate In- 
stitute before proceeding to Victoria College 
at the University of Toronto. To an Honour 
BA in Classics with in Honour 
English, she added an MA in Greek drama 
and philosophy, from the University of 
Toronto. 


She is the author of six widely read novels. 
Her third novel, In Little Place, reflects her 
attitudes and experiences during thirty-nine 
years of teaching, all but one of them at 
Humberside Collegiate. Her British roots, her

When I was twelve my Mother made a brief essay into 
the business world. A post-war boom in the building trade 
was stretching into the open country north of Bloor Street 
between the Village of Swansea on the west and the south- 
ern fringe of Toronto Junction on the east, In 1911 my father 
had bought, for two thousand dollars, two lots on Beresford 
Avenue. In 1919, on the advice of a friend also speculating 
in building, Mother sold our two Grenadier Road houses 
and built two houses there. Moving into one before it was 
completely finished, she invested in four lots on Glenwood 
Avenue and had houses erected on two of these. Selling the 
Beresford house over our heads, we moved into 33 Glen- 
wood Avenue six months after our first move. The financing 
of these projects by mortgage and loans was a mystery that 
my mind still fails to fathom. But Mother was equal to it. 
Undaunted, she purchased more property on the upper 
reaches of Forest Hill Road, and on Douglas Avenue. If our 
new house had sold (as I fervently prayed it would not), we 
should have moved again. But to my joy and relief, the mar- 
ket slowed. So we settled down, and, but for a two-year 
absence, it has been my home ever since.

Dollar values for house sales provide one 
indicator of the status of the five subdivi- 
sions. Table 2 aggregates house prices 
by two time periods. The table suggests 
the impact of general economic condi- 
tions on house prices during the study 
period. The period up to 1926 was 


marked by increasing house prices with 
the reverse holding true for the late 
1920s and 1930s. Lower house price val- 
ues in the second time period may also 
be attributed to the production of less 
expensive housing in response to chang- 
ing market conditions.

Four main types of institutional lender 
were identified from the land registry 
records: 1) trust, loan and savings com- 
panies, 2) life insurance companies, 3) 
subdivision developers, and 4) other insti- 
tutions, for example, churches, unions 
and fraternal organizations. In both the 
production phase and the consumption 
phase the majority of the institutional 
mortgages were held by life insurance 
companies and trust companies. 


Conclusion 


This study has analyzed the financing of 


housing production and consumption in 
early 20th-century suburban Toronto.

The Runnymede Theatre was built in 1927 by Capitol (later Famous Players) 
and was Canada's first Atmospheric style theatre. It was designed by 
architect Alfred Chapman, who also designed the Royal Ontario Museum 
and Palais Royale. The theatre ceiling was painted blue and imitated the 
night sky with flickering lights. The walls were adorned with murals. The 
theatre originally held 1,400 seats. 


Originally a grand vaudeville theatre, in the 1930's the Runnymede theatre 
was renovated into a movie theatre that had 1,500 seats. In the 7O's, it 
was used as a BINGO hall and in the 80's it was converted back into a 2- 
screen theatre. On February 28, 1999 the theatre closed for good. Soon 
after, Chapters bookstore bought the building and restored it to its original

Edwardian architecture can be split into a few main 

categories.

“~o - been rediscovered in Ontario. There is so much of it, 
and the styles vary so widely that often people take 
Edwardian residences for granted. The architect or 
‘designer built’ houses are beautiful designs with 
modern conveniences but a rural cosiness that is 
lacking in 21st century homes. The exteriors are 
rather unassuming and humble compared to the 
extravagant styles of the late Victorian era. The 
interiors are where all the elegant paintings, fine 
tilework, stained glass and ornament inspired both 
by Art Nouveau and Arts and Crafts can be found. 


Houses built ‘on spec’ in new suburbs or expanded 
city streets often have these types of details, though 
not in so much abundance.

Lyle also designed Toronto’s Union Station, which was officially opened in 
1927, as well as the 1497-seat Royal Alexander Theatre, which commenced 
stage performances in 1907, and the impressive headquarters of the Bank of 
Nova Scotia at King and Bay Streets. 


Lyle was born in Ireland in 1872, but spent his childhood in Hamilton, Ontario. 
He studied at Yale University and in Paris. He commenced his career in New 
York City, but returned to Canada in 1905, and lived in Toronto. 


He is often referred to as a “progressive traditionalist,’ as he combined the 
best of the traditional architectural styles, but included modern motives that 
combined English, French, and Indigenous traditions. 


The Runnymede Library is one of the best examples of a building that includes 
these three traditions. Lyle greatly promoted Beaux Arts Classicism. 


The walls of the two-storey Runnymede Library are constructed of rough, 
highly textured stone from the Credit River Valley. The steep black-slate roof 
and gabled windows are reminiscent of French Canadian architecture. The 
four gables that face Bloor Street break the roof line on the south side.

The doorway has carved-stone totem poles and other Indigenous Peoples’ 
motifs. Since the library opened, it has been expanded to the north, but Lyle’s 
original design has never been compromised.

IN CLASS OF OUTCASTS 


Quick Live Here, the Slow 
in India, Says Rev. 
E. L. Quirk 


OFTEN HAD MALARIA 


: 
Women who smoke have caused a 
set-back of one hundred years in the 
| civilization of women and are also 
putting themselves in the. class of the 
-{outcast, in the opinion of Rev.: E. 
L. Quirk, who is home on furlough 
after spending the past seven years 
with the Baptist mission board in 
India. 
- “In India only the low-caste women 
smoke,” said Rev. Mr. Quirk, when 
seen at the home of his mother, Mrs. 
J. J. Quirk of Glenwood Ave., and 
asked the gréatest change he noticed 
in the people and customs of his 
homeland after his seven years away. 
“And the greatest shock I had in 
returning home was-seeing so many 
women smoking. 

“It may seem a queer thing to say, 
when I lived here and taught school 
in Toronto for’ five years, but when 
I came home I felt a stranger in a 
strange land. I felt there had been 
a sliding back of civilization. 

Notes Tense Faces 

“First, there was the shock of find- 
ing so many women smoking, and 
then there was the surprise of the 
tense, anxious, burdened expressions 
on the faces of the men. I suppose 
it is due to the depression, but, some 
way, I had expected to find more 
peace here. Possibly it is just that 
we in the east have a tendency to 
idealize the west, however. 

“Another thing I found is.that I 
must move more quickly. In the 
east—if you want to live—you slow 
down. Here I find I have to move 
much faster. And, by the way,” said 
Mr. Quirk, laughing, ‘“‘don't be sur- 

| prised if you notice that I move my 
head like. this,” swaying his head 
from side to’'side. ‘In India that 
means. just'the same as nodding your 
head does here, but I haven’t been 
able to quite break myself of the 
Indian custom and take up the Eng-

They have all 
come ,home with saris and colorful 
costumes of India. Carol, the eldest, 
can speak Telegu, which is the 
language of thirty-five millions, or 
one-tenth of the population of India. 

Leprosy Is Shock 


Mr. and Mrs. Quirk spent their 
seven years in South India, being 
stationed in Cocanada for a year and 
a half, to study the language, then 
transferred to Vizagapaam. After 
six months they were transferred to 
Palkonda, where they spent three 
and a half years, with the exception 
of one year in which they lived in 
Chicacoli. 

“Palkonda is on the edge of the 
low-lying hills, which are malaria- 
infested,’’ said Mr. Quirk. 

“Weren’t you afraid you or your 
family would get it?” we asked. ‘‘Oh, 
we all had it many times,’ was the 
answer. “You just shiver and freeze, 
and no matter how many blankets 
you pile on, you’ shiver just the 
same. But you take quinine, and 
presently you get over it.” 

“Won't you have a recurrence of 
it?’ ‘The coid is supposed to kill 
it,” said Mr. Quirk, who expects to 
be here a year and a half before re- 
turning to India.

Bloor St. was close by where Montgomery 
could attend the cinema at Runnymede Theatre or take the streetcar 
downtown to go shopping. She had more free time to write and socialize. Montgomery’s west Toronto home was 
indeed her journey’s end. She was found 
dead in her bed on April 24, 1942. Her son 
and her physician believed it was a suicide.

Montgomery decorated and landscaped her home. She joined the Victoria- 
Royce Presbyterian Church on Annette St. and the Swansea library board. 
She gave speeches and readings at homes, churches and schools. She 
attended literary events, including Canada’s National Book Week and 
Toronto Book Fair. Her books were selling well and she had requests for 
movie rights. 


To her dismay, trouble exceeded progress. 


Montgomery jumped into work with the Canadian Authors Association. She 
wanted to promote Canadian books but felt belittled when she found some 
members didn't respect her work. They saw her as a children’s writer and 
not a notable novelist. 


She would be further shaken by the Toronto Daily Star headline “Jews 
Forced to Run in Circles Till Death in Reich” in late 1935. The First World 


War upset her greatly. Another now loomed. Montgomery dreaded the 
Lucy Maud Montgomery, her husband and children moved to 210 Riverside Dr. in 1935. It was 
the first home Montgomery owned.

At first called twin-screw corvettes, this type was designed for the 


Royal Navy and was intended to remedy the latter’s shortcomings as 
an ocean escort. A far more habitable ship than the smaller corvette, it . 
was also faster and had twice the endurance. The Royal Navy frigates 
were named for rivers and hence known as the River Class; the Royal 
Canadian Navy units were named for towns and cities. The River Class

The proposal by Reeve Clive Sinclair of Etobicoke for a “metro- 
politan county” system instead df amalgamation of Toronto and 
its 12.suburbs, received approval at four suburban mectings last 
night. Under Reeve Sinclair’s plan, York county council would be 

* expanded to take in Toronto, Each municipality would retain a 


large measure of autonomy, 
Accepted in Principle 


York township council has “ac- 

cepted in principle” Reeve Sinclair's 
scheme in place of amalgamation, 
Reeve William Beech told a York 
Township Ratepayers’ association 
mecting at King George school, 
- “The scheme will be further dis- 
cussed before being fully accepted. 
Until we know what it '* going to 
cost us, we are going to sit on the 
fence,” the reeve declared. 

The council, according to Reeve 
Becch, ‘had accepted the Etobicoke 
reeve’s housing plan of 3,000 units 
to be built In Scarboro, Etobicoke 
and North York townships, with 
educational costs cquitably distri- 
buted among the 13 greater Toron- 
to municipalitics, as well as: his 
autonomous federation of existing 
municipalities joined together under 
the flexible administration of a 
county council. 

“I don't think Toronto Is fit to 
take over an areca three times its 
present size if it can not operate 
on its own without looking for 
outside taxes," he said. 

Reeve Beech suggested that if 
Toronto was in a hurry to extend 
iis boundarics because of poneiag 
shortages, it could clear and buil 
up into housing arcas present sites 
near factories within the city boun- 
daries which had schools.and ser- 
vices handy, 

Accused by o ratepayer of trying 
to “scare” York township into op- 
position to amalgamation. Reeve 
Beech was joined by Deputy Reeve 
Baker who stated: “We are not tak- 
ing a8 prejudiced attitude.” Both 
snid they would favor amalgama- 
tion If they belleved in its merits. 

No Need for Unification 


Reeve Beech said Toronto could 
set up ao subsidiary to offer its 
water and sewage facilitics to the 
municipalities much as it docs at 
present with T.T.C. services, and 
there was no need for unification. 

"The city of Toronto is desperatc- 
ly In need of avenucs of taxation 
but they don’t have to come to the 
working men’s houses in York 
township. We want to legislate for 


the generations yet unborn; then it

The association voled unanimously 
in favor o f Reeve Sinclair’s “met- 
ropolitan county" plan, supported 
his stond in opposing Toronto's ap- 
plication for merger and asked that 
taxpayers be given an opportunity 
of expressing thelr views on this 
olternative means of co-operation, 
While not all were members of the 
association, there were aboul 300 
ratepayers: present. 

“The cause of amalgamation is 
something the people of suburban 
areas have yet to find out,” sald 
Warden Sinclair, “They all know 


it's an emergency Toronto Is trying} 


to solve. 

“For the past 20 years an econ- 
omic crisis hos becn developing In 
ow cily.

Re-assessmnent failed to’ solve the

The businessmen took the action 
after hearing Reeve Oliver Crock- 
fprd reiterate his vigorous opposi- 
tion to annexation. They heard him 
say Scarboro has “nothing to gain 
but much to lose” by amalgamating 
with the city of Toronto, : 

“We want better education for 
our children,” one citizen'sald. - 

Another said Scarboro only spent 
$3 per capita on parks last year 
compared to more than $100 po 
capita spent in Toronto. “Our ‘chil- 
dren deserve better playgrounds.” 
he sald, . ‘? 

A building contractor sald his 
taxes had increased $50 since 1947 
and “I have nothing to show for 
it." He. sald he was still without 
sewers or a paved sidewalk, 

“The city of Toronto knows a

There will be a demand for new and additional leisure- 
time, recreational and cultural facilities as the population 
and its tastes change: established. institutions such as 
churches and clubs may have to revise their programs, re- 
locate their premises. 

Changes in the age and family composition in different 
parts of the City will bring changes in the size and location 
of schools. The scparate school system will need to ex- 
pand relatively more rapidly than the public school system. 
Public school authorities will carry on a long-term build- 
ing program to replace old, worn-out buildings and 
change over to the tri-level (junior-senior-collegiate) 
school system. More playground space and playing fields 
will be needed.

Eaton centre chief heckled 


Friends of the old city 
hail heckled and hooted last 
night as David Owen, man- 
aging director of Ealon 
Centre Ltd., outlined the 
firm's quarter-billion-dollar 
Plan to the Community 
Planning Association. 

Mr. Owen claimed the 
company had planned re. 
sponsibly and taken To- 
ronte’s future into account 
with the development which 
calls for the old city hall to 
be torn down except for its 
clock tower. 

But the audience of about 
500 wanted a fast trial and 
quick hanging for Eaton’s. 

A panel of planning ex- 
perts split 2-t in favor of 
keeping the old city hall, 
and making the big store 
modify its plans, The au- 
dience, heavily salted with 
members of a group urging 
the preservation of the old 
city hall, agreed. 

“They still look like brick. 
yard chimneys to me,’”’ one 
elderly woman exclaimed 
as slides showed Eaton’s 
plans for buildings rising 69 
and 57 stories. 

Prof. Hans Blumenfeld of 
the University of Toronto 
and Prof. Anthony Adam- 


son, town planning consul- 
lant, argued Ealon’s would 
not only destroy the old city 
hall but would demean the 
new one with its tall build- 
ings. 

They claimed the plan is 
ideal for Eaton’s commer- 
cial aspirations—but at the 
cost of the city. 

Colin Vaughan, a partner 
in Robbie, Vaughan and 
William, Toronto architects 
and town planners, claimed 
the development would be 
the first big step toward a 
viable city cenlre, a pre- 
view to Toronto’s booming 
future. 

The old city hall must be 
sacrificed to make way for 
the “genius” envisioned in 
Eaton's plan, he said.

The 77-year-old man, with a grizzled face and tatty- 
looking trousers, parks his wheelchair every morning Sike 
z sentry guard at the entrance to Runnymede Chronic 
Care Hospital.

CP issue sparks public interest 
in historical value of buildings

REAL historical significance of the little 
West Toronto station-that-was may be 
more than bringi wheat! stapled 
tion of Canada’s heritage buildings than 
in its value as a specific monument to 
former times. 

Right now, there is a jungle of conflict- 
ing opinion and ill-defined jurisdiction over 
what is and isn’t historical and what should 
or can be done by way of preservation. It is 
not even clear yet whether the edifice, 
which West Toronto passengers trooped 
through to board a Canadian Pacific train 
for 68 years, was in its last year a station or 
a building. 

Moreover, the Canadian Transport 
‘Commission says its jurisdiction doesn’t 
extend to things historical. At the same 
time, spokesmen for the commission say 
they'd not have scheduled a public inquiry 
into CP's precipitate demolition of the 
“station” unless there'd been a public out- 
cry. There was, and it was largely from the 
proponents of historical preservation. 


Technical 


The inquiry, which took place last 
month, was of limited, mainly technical, 
scope. (A CTC decision is expected early 
this year.) Among the questions the CTC 
asked the railway was why it made an 
application for the right to remove the 
Station in 1981, then withdrew that appli- 
cation only days before the building was 
demolished. 

But the publicity and talk that the 
inquiry generated may at least set in 
motion more cohesive planning to deal with 
older buildings in Canada. What arrange- 
ments exist now appear to be muddied by 
the squeaky wheel and the foot-dragging 
syndrome. Some would like to see an 
independent national arbitration board. 

Although there are some CP officials 
who would like the railway to have a more 
clear-cut internal policy about the ultimate 
fate of old stations, the railway did not, as 
alleged, hire an out-of-town squad in the 
dead of night to tear down the West 
Toronto station first thing in the morning. 
The Carp, Ont., contractors who demol- 
ished the station are regularly hired by the 
railway for contract jobs. 


Some observers of the corporate scene 
believe CP behaved with remarkable insen- 
sitivity when it demolished the station and 
that the image of Canada’s first-ranking 
company will be marred for some time. 
Some also believe that if Toronto's mayor

development of CP’s Toronto waterfront 


. Property because of the precipitate demoli- 


tion, CP may have jeopardized its future. 

It was 1976 when CP received CTC 
approval to remove its passenger agent 
from the station, although the station still 
accepted passengers for another year. Since 
then, a substantial file of correspondence 
has been built up between the railway, 
CTC, the Toronto mayor's office and the 
city planning board, trying to decide the 
fate of the station. 

CP thought its negotiations were limited 
by a deadline; others wanted to keep 
talking. 

The new Go Transit service to Milton, 
Ont., inaugurated in October, 1981, was 
slowed because of a blind corner the station 
created. GO authorities were pressing the 
railway to get the run time down to the 50 
minutes contracted for, instead of taking 
more than an hour. New track was laid to 
permit the faster service just days after the 
demolition. The job had to be done before 
the winter freeze set in. 

While CP was adamant the station could 
no longer remain where it was — it was 
considered to be dangerous so close to the 
fast GO trains — it was not intransigent 
about demolishing the station. 


Cost 


As a general principle, and in this in- 
stance, CP is willing to sell such stations for 
$1 (sufficient to make the deal legal) and 
contribute the estimated demolition cost to 
whoever then owns and removes the sta- 
tion. Earlier this year, CP hired outside 
experts who calculated it would cost 
$156,000 to remove the West Toronto 
station. 

The new track now cuts through what 
was the platform and the baggage room. 
Toronto's planning authority thought that 
modifying the building — taking about 
four feet off — would be sufficient. They

Office rents down 


OFFICE RENTS in Calgary took a real nosedive 
in the final quarter of 1982. According to a 
survey carried out by A. E. LePage Ltd., 
downtown class-A space now ranges $14- 
$18 a square foot vs $18-$24 in the third 
quarter.

HOUSING STARTS in Ontario are finally showing 
some encouraging signs. According to 
CMHC's November figures, starts for urban 
Ontario (all centres with populations of more 
than 10,000) increased 85% to 4,637 starts 
in November vs the corresponding period in 
1981. The increase was mainly attributable 
to a whopping 223% jump in starts of single- 
family dwellings, although the other category, 
which includes apartments and row housing, 
saw 27% more starts than the year before

HOUSE OWNERS planning to take advantage of 
the Canadian Home Insulation Program will 
have to put more of their own money into 
energy conservation plans.

Under old rules, the 
program paid 100% of material costs and 
33%,% of labor costs.

The price of success: Rents soar as chains discover ets 
now-trendy Bloor West Village

Bloor West Village wrote the book on Main Street revitalization, doing so well the chains 
have come - and with them a dilemma, high rents

It's a mix of old-world appeal and quality food that has drawn crowds on to this strip for three decades. Bloor West Village, the 
strip that runs a kilometre between High Park and the Humber River, blossomed because of it. Then McDonald's moved in. Roots 
caught wind. Chapters soon followed. It's rumoured the Gap is next. 


The area, once a struggling enclave of Eastern European small-store owners, has evolved into one of the most sought-after 
addresses. Now the area is paying a heavy price for success as the businesses that made the village strong slowly fade away. 


The Cheese Boutique, a popular delicatessen in the heart of the village, is the latest casualty. "We've been here for 30 years," 
says Owner Fatos Pristine, 56, taking a short break. "It was a mom and pop operation started by my parents. Real estate prices 
are so high that we just can't afford to stay here." 


In the last half-dozen years or so, tiny shops have sold for about $1.5 million. Rents have skyrocketed to around $6,000 a month. 
Starbucks and The Body Shop have joined the other chains that have charged into the strip. 


Residents such as Elizabeth Lines grow increasingly concerned with what appears to be the "mallification" of the strip. World 19, 
a group of about 80 local residents, are calling for the uniqueness of the strip to be maintained. "It's not that we're anti-Gap," 
says Lines, who has been a resident of the village since 1975, and is a member of World 19. For many, the speed of change is 
discomforting. Recently, World 19 members met with the Bloor West Village Business Improvement Area hoping for help to curb 
the dramatic changes in the community. 


But chief Alex Ling has said that, while he sympathizes with the World 19's concerns, the big stores simply validate the prestige 
of the strip, and why the organization was formed almost 30 years ago. 


The 1960s were turbulent times for the shop owners in the area. The Bloor streetcar, which looped at Runnymede Rd. and Jane 
St. (now the site of an expansive medical clinic) had been bringing much of the people traffic. Many blamed the Bloor West 
subway line, completed in 1967, for driving those shoppers underground. That was an added blow as shop owners were already 
competing with newly built malls, the Eaton Centre and Sherway Gardens Mall. 


Shop owners created the business improvement area group, the first of its kind in Canada, to pool together funds to help 
revitalize the area. When Ling, head of the group since 1979, drove along the strip on a summer's night in 1971, he noticed 
white lights strung through trees, benches and flower boxes lining the street. He says he was "wowed" and eventually paid 
$51,500 for the site that became Ling's Importer's, his gift shop at 2257 Bloor St. W. "When you don't own the building, you 
have no control over your destiny.” Property in the area is in such high demand that houses are snatched up before officially 
hitting the market, and often well above the asking price. 
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Urban rebirth: With its neighbourhood feel and proximity to park systems, West Toronto Junction is attracting housing developers and the attention of the City, too. 


Post-industrial 


revolution

t has been a neighbourhood for 

hundreds of years. Native-: 

Canadians, railway developers 

and 19th-century industrialists 

all saw its potential. But in the 
last century, the area called the Junc- 
tion has been in something of a de- 
cline. Now forward-thinking buyers 
are again seeing a bright future for 
this historic West Toronto area and 
are staking their claim. 

Call her an urban pioneer: Karen 
Farquhar saw a great opportunity 
when she heard about the Osler Muse 
development, on the outskirts of the 
Junction district. 

“I think the Junction is undervalued 
because of its association with the in- 
dustrial core. Initially, we were a little 
concerned. When I mentioned the 
Junction to my mother, who moved to 
Toronto in the ’50s, she went a little 
green. But she’s coming around,” Ms. 
Farquhar says. 

A few years ago, imagining a renais- 
sance in the area would have taken a 
truly optimistic eye. It would have 
meant seeing past the abandoned 
warehouses and factories, run-down 
shops and businesses that cash 
cheques while you wait. However, 
Ms. Farquhar and her partner were 
able to see beyond the remains of a 
factory town and imagine what the 
area could be. 

“We got in really early, when they 
were first starting to sell our develop- 
ment, and they hadn’t even torn down 
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the original building yet. Since then, 
we've noticed property prices really 
going up in our neighbourhood. 

“It’s so easy to get to. High Park is 
lovely. You're close to Bloor West Vil- 
lage. You're getting restaurants now. 
And there’s a lot of time and energy 
being spent on the area to perk it up. 
To me, the Junction’s prime for 
growth,” Ms. Farquhar says. 

“I have so many friends who've 
bought into the suburban dream. But 
I love the thought of rebuilding some- 
thing that’s already there and should 
never have been left in the first place.” 

Terry Kaufman shares that view. Mr. 
Kaufman is the principal of Josh Con- 
struction, the developer responsible 
for the Osler Muse Project. When he 
saw the 50-year-old knitting mill at 
Osler and Dupont, he also saw the fu- 
ture of Toronto-area development. 

“It’s the coming of age in Toronto,” 
says Mr. Kaufman, who has served as 
a member of both the Ontario Home 
Builders’ Association and Toronto's 
Vision 2000 committee. 

“In 1972, the population of down- 
town Toronto was one and a half mil- 
lion. Now it’s about 800,000. We 
need to bring about a million people 
back to the core. The only way to do 
that is to convert industrial land that 
is not needed. To change brown fields 
into green fields,” he says . 

Mr. Kaufman draws buyers’ atten- 
tion to the Junction’s proximity to 
both High Park and the Humber Riv- 
er park system. Area residents believe 
the old Canadian Pacific spur line that 
runs behind the Osler Muse property

will be converted to a bicycle path that 
will merge with The Martin Goodman 
Trail along the lakeshore. 

“This area is going to be the new 
Cabbagetown. Just as Cabbagetown 
was revitalized around Riverdale 
Park, the Junction can grow up 
around the parks in this area,” Mr. 
Kaufman says. 

Greg Bettencourt of Bettencourt 
Designs Inc. also believes in the 
promise of a Junction renaissance. 
He has already reaped some of the 
benefits. Five years ago, Mr. Betten- 
court bought an old spaghetti factory 
site in the Junction. He demolished 
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the factory and built 27 homes. At 
the time, he did not realize he was on 
the forefront of a blossoming neigh- 
bourhood; he just saw a large parcel 
of land that was ripe for redevelop- 
ment. Today he owns four nearby 
properties in various stages of plan- 
ning or building. 

“This area has more of these indus- 
trial buildings to demolish than other 
parts of Toronto. That means larger 
sites, so you can create a subdivision 
within an existing community and 
implement the neighbourhood char- 
acter into the design,” Mr. Bettencourt 


says. 

Henry Calderon is the project direc- 
tor for West Toronto Junction, the or- 
ganization overseeing the Junction re- 
naissance. He welcomes develop- 
ments such as those created by Mr. 
Bettencourt and Mr. Kaufman. 

“Over the past couple of years we've 
helped half a dozen developers pur- 
chase sites. These people want to cre- 
ate a lifestyle compatible with the 
area. They have the vision,” Mr. 
Calderon says. 

Other Junction visionaries include 
the City of Toronto and Toronto Hy- 
dro. Hydro is midway into a $19-mil- 
lion project that will see all the wiring 
along the main strip buried. Once this 
project is completed, the city will lay 
sidewalks with interlocking brick de- 
signs, similar to those in Yorkville or 
at Bay and Bloor. New streetlights in- 
spired by those in the Forest Hill and 
University Avenue areas will illumi- 
nate the streetscape.

Many store owners on the his- 
toric Dundas Street strip have tak- 
en advantage of grants for facade 
improvement. The Junction is also 
attracting new businesses, and 
restaurateurs see the Junction as 
almost virgin territory. 

A 1904 plebiscite turned the 
Junction into a dry area, making 
it illegal to sell alcohol anywhere 
within the Junction borders. The 
by-law stuck until 1997. The new 
“wet” designation means restau- 
rants are moving into the area, 
which help to keep the neigh- 
bourhood vibrant after dark. 

Mr. Calderon is excited about 
the area’s return to its former glo- 
ry. “The Junction has the poten- 
tial to have the level of lifestyle 
that the Danforth or Cabbage- 
town have. When the stockyards 
to the north of the Junction were 
first in operation, more than 
14,000 people lived or worked in 
this area. The sidewalks were as 
busy as Yonge Street.” 

But even before that, the Junc- 
tion was about transit and trans- 


actions. “You always hear about. 


‘the original farmhouse’. Here 
there was no farmhouse and no 
farms. It was all sand,” says Diana 
Fancher, of the West Toronto 
Junction Historical Society. 

The original junction was a 
meeting of Native Indian trails. 


When the railroad was estab- 
lished, the Junction was the first 
stop west of Union Station. CP lo- 
cated its major marshalling yards 
at the Junction and industry 
sprang up around it. The Junc- 
tion area was its own municipali- 
ty from 1884 to 1909. 

Today it seems ready to blossom 
again, showing its unique charac- 
ter while capitalizing on its prox- 
imity to the city’s core. The city, de- 
velopers and business owners are 
all counting on it. 

Along with homeowners like

Ms. Farquhar. 

“We weren't buying to speculate. 
We're buying to live there and I 
can’t wait to get in. But it looks 
like when we do decide to move 
house, we'll have something with 
real resale value,” she says. 

As Ms. Farquhar waits for her 
house and watches the area’s 
transformation, she’s reassured 
by another, more personal sign. 
Three of her friends have bought 
in the same cluster of homes at 
Osler Muse. 

“It’s great to think that we're not 
crazy. They see what we see.”

Except for a brief furry in the 1960s 
cultural nationalism hasn't mat 
tered to Canadians since the open 
ing decades of the 20th century, To 
day, of course, the question is moot 
and therefore mute, The battle for 
intellectual and creative sovereign 
ty is all but lost, and the silence is 
deafening. But back in the days of 
Emily Carr, Tom Thomson and the 
Group of Seven, the issue raged 
Toronto architect John Lyle 
though not as well known, had 
much to say about the 
matter. Born in Ireland in 1872, he 
came to Canada as a child. He stud 
ied in Hamilton, at Yale University 
and later in Paris at the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts, whose classicism he es 
poused. After all, this was the archi 
tect who designed Union Station 
and the Royal Alexandra Theatre 
In time Lyle came to 
believe that this country needed a 
specifically Canadian architecture 
one that reflected Canadian values 
history and iconography. He reject 
ed the mindless adoption of Euro

pean precedents, and insisted we 


create a cultural language of ow 
own 

When Lyle designed the exquisite 
Runnymede Library in the late 
1920s, it Was intended th x 
affirmation of Canadianness and as 
a riposte to the early modernists 
whose wo! (he tell was anonymous 
impersonal and generic 


rhe library, which is enlivened 


with carved stone totem poles, In 


dian heads, beavers, bears and ra 


vens, takes the argument beyond 
the application of details to the very 
form of the building. which echoes 
early Quebec architecture in its 
steeply pitched roof and dormer 
windows. Cornelius Kreighoft 
would have loved it 

lorontonians loved it, too; still do. 
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John Lyle designed Runnymede Library, top, in the late 1920s as an 
affirmation of Canadianness. Bruce Stratton added to it, left, in 2005. 


Though time has not been kind to 
this stretch of west-end Bloor St., 
the library remains unsullied by ar- 
chitectural banalities that now sur 
round it. Rest assured no other 
nearby structure reflects any such 
cultural angst 

Aside from its sheer beauty, the 
building is a powerful reminder 
that architecture is both an art form 
as well as an economic and me 
chanical process. In other words, it 
communicates and tells something 
about its creators, 

Chis sort of building is forever be- 
yond us now — architecturally, cul- 
turally, materially and financially 


but it’s part of the contemporary 
city: passionate, partly eccentric 
and totally committed to the dou- 
ble notion of library and city as twin 
pillars of civilization. 

Lyle made no secret of the fact 
that he took the job with utmost 
seriousness, It isa fully realized cre- 
ation, an essay on the esthetic and 
the utilitarian, and how the two can 
be fully integrated. 

A 2005 addition by Toronto archi- 
tect Bruce Stratton gave the facility 
the extra space it desperately need- 
ed. Stratton treated Lyle’s land- 
mark with obvious respect, saving 
the big moves for the library's hand-

some northern extension. 

Easily forgotten in the swelter of 
Toronto’s pumped-up summers is 
how effortlessly Lyle’s library 
seems to anticipate winter, Its 
heavy stone walls and substantial 
roof speak of a building that wel- 
comes the icy blasts. While deni- 
zens of all those glass-clad boxes in 
the sky shiver, library users will be 
enjoying the season as they gather 
around the fireplace. 

Interesting, too, how a building 
designed for the Toronto of a differ 
ent era can so easily be adapted to 
modern times. The 80-year-old 
structure can only be more inviting 
today than it was in the 1930s when 
it opened. As much as anything, 
that’s because it was meant not just 
for comfort, but to engage us as fully 
as any book. 

The Canada it represents may 
never have existed, but one wishes 
it had.

This two-storey, brick house in 
Bloor West Village has many 
attractive features, from its 
classic centre-hall plan to its 
modern updates.

When Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way expanded its line into 
West Toronto in the 1880s to

fast-thinking developers Daniel 
Clendenan (West Toronto's first 
mayor) and D.J. Laws snatched 
up 240 acres in the Dundas- 
Keele area and put in streets 
and trees to entice the impend- 
ing railroaders and workers. It 
paid off, with factories, meat 
packers and banks arriving in 
droves to the Junction Triangle, 
aptly named for the shape the 
train tracks made, But in the 
1960s, the CPR shops closed 
and Canada Packers shut its 
doors, and the area fell on hard 
times ... uAtil now. According 
to housing analysts, the Junc- 
tion is the next area waiting to 
be discovered. Their advice: Act 
now before it's too late. 

Average house price Think 
beautiful old Victorians and 
row houses built in the 1920s 
and ‘30s, at a fraction of the 
price of nearby Bloor West Vil- 
lage. Lots average 25x120 feet 
yet 16x100 ft. is not uncommon.

Parents smitten with this ‘little community in a big city’ 


The allure of Bloor

Joan Morgan was just 10 years 
old when her parents moved 
into Bloor West Village. Her 
dad was an engineer for CP 
Rail and wanted to live close 
to his office, so he settled his 
family on a cozy street just 
north of Bloor. 

Young Joan loved the area, 
especially the malt shop on 
Annette Street, the yummy 
candy store and the delicious 
ice cream sundaes at the Jane 
and Bloor pharmacy where 
her parents took her every 
week after church. She attend- 
ed Runnymede public school 
and Western Tech high school, 
where many of her classmates 
were kids of the local Bloor 
Street shopkeepers. 

More than 50 years later, Ms. 
Morgan still lives in the three- 
storey family home. She and 
her husband raised their two 
children there and sent them 
to Joan’s alma maters. Now 
her newly married son and 
daughter-in-law are living in 
the house, too, prompting Ms. 
Morgan to wonder whether the 
house will stay in the family 
for yet another generation. It 
wouldn’t surprise her since she 
finds Bloor West Village such a 
terrific neighbourhood. 

“Most people don’t move 
out — they pass on,” she ad- 
mits, explaining it’s a testa- 
ment of the ’hood’s allure. 

With its tree-lined streets, 
good schools and staples like 
greengrocers, eateries and 
High Park just steps away, 
Bloor West Village is certainly 
a sought-after place to settle. 
It was like that back in the day, 
too, when many of the homes 
were owned by the railway 
and employees like Ms, Mor- 
gan’s father raced over and 
rented them. 

Other original settlers were 
of Ukrainian and Polish des- 
cent who opened myriad shops 
on Bloor Street, selling Eastern 
European food, clothing and 
ethnic trinkets. But in 1967, 
the Bloor-Danforth subway 
line and new shopping malls 
began luring shoppers away. 
In response, a group of local 
businesspeople lobbied the 
government to impose a levy 
in designated areas to be used 


to improve streetscapes and 
promote local activities. Three 
years later, Bloor West Village 
became Toronto's first Business 
Improvement Area — a concept 
that spread and now includes 
65 BIAs across the city. 

Today, with many of the 
older generation passing on, 
the two- and three-storey 
semis and detached brick 
houses built in the early 1900s 
are being snapped up by 
young families looking for a 
trendy spot full of people just 
like them. 

Stephen and his wife Patti 
(who prefer not to disclose 
their last name) are perfect ex- 
amples, In the early 1990s, the 
couple was renting a two-bed- 
room apartment in a trendy 
section of North Toronto. They 
were happy in the neighbour- 
hood but wanted a home of 
their own, so they asked a real 
estate agent to put out her feel- 
ers nearby. When the North To- 
ronto prices became too over- 
whelming, the agent started 
pushing them farther west until 
they hit Bloor West Village. 

The couple stumbled across 
a three-storey, three-bedroom, 
2,000-square-foot home with 
a third-floor rental apart- 
ment, and it was love at first 
sight. They bought it instant- 
ly, enlarged the living room 
and have lived there happily 
and comfortably for the past 
14 years. They frequent the 
stores, services and restau- 
rants along Bloor and know 
many of the shopkeepers by 
name. Patti is active at her 
children’s schools, and their 
new dog is causing the whole 
family to walk in nearby 
Beresford Park, High Park and 
the local schoolyards. 

“It’s like being part of a lit- 
tle community in a big city,” 
Patti says. “That’s a real bonus, 
especially with kids, because 
you get to know everyone and 
then you get a dog and you 
really get to know everyone! ... 
[This house] is the best thing 
that ever happened to us — ex- 
cept there’s no driveway.” 

That’s a common refrain 
in Bloor West Village, espe- 
cially during the winter when 
the snowbanks make parking 
spaces hard to find. “Some- 
times we reconsider going 
out,” admits Patti of those rare 
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winter weekends when they 
snag a parking spot close to 
the house. 

But the lack of parking is 
only a minor inconvenience 
for those wanting into the 
*hood. Theodore Babiak of 
Royal LePage Real Estate Ser- 
vices says there are still bid- 
ding wars despite the recent 
housing slowdown and busi- 
ness is doing just fine, thank 
you very much.

1909 


Library service was introduced to this area by the West Toronto Junction Mechanics’ Institute 
in 1888. Twenty years later, Toronto Junction received a Carnegie grant to construct this library, which opened 
in September 1909. By this time, the City of Toronto had annexed the municipality and the building became 
the Western Branch of the Toronto Public Library. Ellis & Connery, the architecture firm of Junction resident 
James A. Ellis, designed the building in a Beaux Arts style, typical of many Carnegie-funded libraries. The 
exterior is defined by strong symmetry, a broad flight of stairs leading to a raised single storey, and entrance 
doors flanked by a pair of Corinthian columns. ‘Public Library’ is inscribed in the parapet above. 
The branch was renamed the Annette Street Branch in 1962; an addition to the west was 
completed in a 1979-80 renovation. After Yorkville Branch, Annette Street Branch 
is the Toronto Public Library's second oldest building.

"We will be retaining all of the existing historical features, interior and exterior, including the stage and interior 
walls," according to a statement issued by Shoppers Drug Mart on Thursday. 


Drew McGowen, vice-president of real estate for Indigo Books and Music Inc., said the lease has expired on the 
Bloor West Village site and the new rent being proposed by the owners was too steep. 


"We have no options to renew. We've been here 15 great years, and 15 years later, market conditions have 
changed. That corner is quite a valuable corner. The landlord can get far more money than we can pay." 


"We've always loved the location. It's an iconic building with great architecture and heritage that goes hand in 
hand with a bookstore. The community has been terrific, supportive and loyal." 


When Chapters first leased the site in 1998, 1,600 residents signed a petition in protest, but the restoration 
was stunning and the community came to embrace the bookstore. 


Chapters and the building owners collaborated to preserve the Art Deco interior, restoring the walls, sconces, 
cherubs, stage, the periwinkle ceiling, the balcony and keeping a few of the theatre seats for customers and an 
old film projector as decoration. 

The neighbourhood is itself undergoing a transformation, with an estimated 3,000 new condo units expected to 
come to market in the next four years, said Doucette. 

The Runnymede opened to hordes of theatregoers in June 1927. It was Canada's first "atmospheric theatre," 
built to make moviegoers feel like they were under a night sky. Tiny light bulbs were built into the plaster to 
resemble twinkling stars. 


The Runnymede was declared a historic building under the Ontario Heritage Act in 1990.

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2.1 HISTORICAL OVERVIEW High Park North Neighbourhood 


The High Park Apartment Neighbourhood study area is located within the Iroquois Plain physiographic region of southern Ontario 
within the Sand Plains landform. The region is comprised of a lowland bordering Lake Ontario which was formerly the lake bottom 
of glacial Lake Iroquois. The study area is located within the Humber River watershed and is within the understood territory of the 
ancestral Huron-Wendat. The study area is also located within the catchment of the 17th century permanent settlement of Seneca 
village of Teiaiagon, at Baby Point and within what later became the historic territory of the formerly Credit River Mississauga Nation, 
modernly the Mississaugas of the New Credit First Nation. The study area is situated within the limits of the 1805 Toronto Purchase, 
also known as Treaty Number 13, between the English Government (“the Crown”) and the Credit River Mississauga Nation.

The study area spans the historical Lot 36, Concession 2 from the Bay of the former Township of York, within the former County of 
York, now the City of Toronto, Ontario. The 1860 Map of the County of York shows Lot 36 subdivided into parcels with R.H. Harrison 
and D. McDonald owning lands within the study area (Figure 2.1). The 1890 Plan shows the further subdivision of Lot 36, Concession 
2, between Keele Street and Quebec Avenue, and property owner G.J. Leger west of Quebec Avenue (Figure 2.2). George J. Leger had 
built a house on his property at the modern address of 32 Gothic Avenue, adjacent to the study area, in 1889.

By the mid-1920s most of the study area was developed with single and semi-detached residential dwellings, which remained largely 
intact until the late 1950s when a few lots were redeveloped with double triplexes (Figure 2.5).

Grace Lilian Irwin, 33 Glenwood Avenue 


Grace Irwin had a distinguished life as novelist, humanist and classicist. She was an 88 year resident of 
Glenwood Avenue (1920-2008) and taught classics at nearby Humberside Collegiate Institute for 38 years. 


Born in Toronto in 1907, she attended Parkdale Collegiate Institute before attaining a B.A. (1929) from 
Victoria College, University of Toronto, and M.A. (1932) from University of Toronto. Ms. Irwin had a long 
career teaching at Humberside Collegiate Institute, heading the Latin and Greek Department, 1942-1969. 


She wrote seven novels, including Least of all saints (1952), In a little place (1959), Servant of slaves: a 
biographical novel of John Newton (1961), Contend with horses (1969), and The seventh earl: a 
dramatized biography (1976), as well as poems and articles in periodicals. She wrote her first 

novel, Compensation, when she was 20 and waited more than 70 years to see it published. 


Grace Irwin served on the Senate, University of Toronto, 1952-1956, and received an Honorary Doctorate 
of Sacred Letters from Victoria University in 1991. In 1968 she was awarded the Centennial Medal of 
Canada, and in 2001 the Grace Irwin Secondary School Teaching Award was established by the Ontario 
Classical Association. Grace Irwin died in 2008.

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In her 1986 autobiography Grace Irwin mentions that her 
parents bought four lots on Glenwood Avenue in 1919 and 
had houses built on two of them, including 33 Glenwood. 


Grace Irwin was born in 1907 in Toronto, 
youngest of five children of John Irwin and 
Martha Fortune. She received her secondary- 
school | education, at| Parkdale Collegiate In- 
stitute before proceeding to Victoria College 
at the University of Toronto. To an Honour 
BA in Classics with standing in Honour 
English, she added an MA in Greek drama 
and philosophy, from the University of 
Toronto. 


She is the author of six widely read novels. 
Her third novel, Jn Little Place, reflects her 
attitudes and experiences during thirty-nine 
years of teaching, all but one of them at 
Humberside Collegiate. Her British roots, her 
love of history, above all her identification 
with individuals living or dead—these help 
create the vivid pictures of John Newton and 
Lord Shaftesbury respectively, in her histori- 
cal novels Servant of Slaves and The Seventh 
Earl. And new discoverers of her Andrew 
Connington trilogy, written over a period of 
thirty years, testify to the undated reality of 
her hero. ‘There was an Andrew Connington, 
wasn’t there?’ is the question still most fre- 
quently asked by male readers. 


Some years after retirement in 1969, she un- 
expectedly found herself co-pastor, then pas- 
tor, of her church in West Toronto, where 
she was ordained by the Christian Congrega- 
tional Conference of Ontario in 1980.

When I was twelve my Mother made a brief essay into 
the business world. A post-war boom in the building trade 
was stretching into the open country north of Bloor Street 
between the Village of Swansea on the west and the south- 
ern fringe of Toronto Junction on the east, In 1911 my father 
had bought, for two thousand dollars, two lots on Beresford 
Avenue. In 1919, on the advice of a friend also speculating 
in building, Mother sold our two Grenadier Road houses 
and built two houses there. Moving into one before it was 
completely finished, she invested in four lots on Glenwood 
Avenue and had houses erected on two of these. Selling the 
Beresford house over our heads, we moved into 33 Glen- 
wood Avenue six months after our first move, The financing 
of these projects by mortgage and loans was a mystery that 
my mind still fails to fathom. But Mother was equal to it. 
Undaunted, she purchased more property on the upper 
reaches of Forest Hill Road, and on Douglas Avenue. If our 
new house had sold (as I fervently prayed it would not), we 
should have moved again. But to my joy and relief, the mar- 
ket slowed. So we settled down, and, but for a two-year 
absence, it has been my home ever since.

Grace Irwin taught classics at Toronto's Humberside Collegiate Institute for 38 years. In those 
days Latin was a compulsory subject, one that teenagers approached with resignation or 
apprehension. Grace succeeded in making that vanished world real. 


She told lively stories about the Roman deities and staged student performances complete with 
togas, laurel wreaths and spoken Latin. 


For decades, Miss Irwin's Latin Club was one of the many extracurricular activities available to 
students with a sense of adventure and the will to learn. She received no extra pay and no 
particular reward except the satisfaction of kindling in others her own love of classical 
languages and literature. 


Grace was an institution at Humberside. A small, energetic, superbly composed woman, she 
knew all her students by name and had an uncanny instinct for divining their abilities and 
shortcomings.

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Grace was also an amateur actress of great talent, easily picking up a role from a Gilbert and 
Sullivan musical and performing with grace and verve.

Like any source, directories have to be assessed both in 
terms of the intentions of their makers and also in terms of 
results. We know that directories were commercial ven- 
tures; the makers and consumers of them cared most about 
locating people with disposable income. Often, the proce- 
dures of directory making are a closed book. Fortunately, 
however, a reporter has left us with a detailed account of the 
making of Might’s Toronto City Directory in 1913 (Toron- 
to Star Weekly 1913). This account gives us some sense of 
the problems faced by enumerators, as well as of the tech- 
niques adopted by the company to address them. The main 
problem was nonresponse, especially in cases where the 
door-to-door enumerator found no one at home. Apparent- 
ly, enumerators had instructions to return twice and finally 
“to get the information next door.” To save effort, it was 
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and asked to make appropriate corrections. This list, of 
course, included a few people who were no longer living. 
Independently, the company obtained the names of those 
who had died within the previous year but neither informed 
canvassers of this fact nor deleted the names from the lists 
that were handed out. Thus, lazy canvassers who “returned” 
deceased persons as still resident were dismissed. 

Even with these precautions, there were inevitably many 
gaps and inaccuracies. A few were planned. The names of 
lower-income persons of “no commercial value” were 
deliberately omitted. These were chiefly foreigners, includ- 
ing “the temporary inmates of a Macedonian lodging house 
on Eastern Avenue”; “nor is every Chinaman honoured. . . . 
Being worthless as information, the[ir] names are not 
allowed to encumber the directory” (Toronto Star Weekly 
1913). Immigrants were not neglected equally. The listings 
of Jews and Italians, Toronto’s largest immigrant groups 
apart from the British (who were not regarded as being in 
the least bit “foreign’”), were extensive. The Chinese were 
probably viewed with the most disdain (Anderson, 1991), 
although Hoskins (1989, 326-27) noted the omission of 
many Eastern Europeans in the Montreal directories of the 
early twentieth century. More typically, omissions were 
inadvertent: no one who‘had the relevant information on 
occupation and employer could be contacted. This type of 
error was likely to be most frequent in the case of single 
individuals and employed married women. To circumvent 
this problem, door-to-door canvasses were supplemented 
with lists of employees obtained from local employers.

The 1921 Census had five questionnaires and the number of questions 


increased to 565—up from 522 in 1911. There were four questionnaires on 
population; agriculture; animals, animal products and fruits not on farms; and 
manufacturing and trading establishments. A supplemental fifth questionnaire 
was for respondents who were blind or deaf. The population questionnaire 
contained only 35 questions—questions on "insanity" and fertility were 
dropped. A new question recorded the birthplaces of the father and mother of 
each individual.

The Dominion Bureau of

When Canada was created in 1867, the British 
North America Act assigned responsibility for 
"the Census and Statistics" to the federal 
government. This laid the foundation for 


Canada's statistical system. It also created a 
constitutional requirement for a decennial 


census. The first national census was 
conducted in 1871. In 1912, responsibility for 
the census shifted from the Ministry of 
Agriculture to the Ministry of Trade and 
Commerce. Then, six years later in 1918, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics was created.

ToRONTO IN 1817, 1845, AND Now.—A WELL-KNOWN EARLY WRITER QUOTED.--WESTWARD PROGRESS OF THE CITY. 
MAGICAL SUBURBAN EXTENSIONS.—JUNCTION ENTERPRISES AND THEIR KINSHIP TO THOSE OF THE CIty. 


UBURBAN TORONTO, like the city itself, was once of small and modest dimensions. For five miles around, 
writes Mr. Montgomery Martin, in his work on Zhe British Colonies, ‘Voronto, in 1817, had scarcely one improved 
farm adjoining another, the average being 
one farm-house in every three miles. The 

city had then no brick houses, no tinned roofs, no 
planked sidewalks ; the stumps of trees remained in 
the streets; the site of the present (St. Lawrence) 
market was an unhealthy bog. There were no banks, 
no markets, no sewers; only a few stores, and scarcely 
a schooner frequented its wharves. Now (Mr. Martin 
wrote in 1845), Toronto contains 30,000 intelligent 
citizens ; rows of handsome brick buildings, roofed 
with tin; numerous places of worship ; splendid shops 
or stores, with plate-glass windows ; gas-lit and ma- 
cadamized streets. The city had by this time, we 
learn, risen to the dignity of a town hall, and pos- 
sessed law courts and a university. Its wharves were 
now loaded with produce and crowded with steam- 
boats and schooners. ‘There was a Board of Trade, 
a Mechanics’ Institute, public baths, and a fixed and 
floating property estimated at five millions sterling. 
Around and about the city in all directions, Mr. Martin 
adds, were villas, farms, and fine orchards and gar- 
dens. Nearly fifty years have gone by since this description of ‘Toronto was written, and every urchin in the street knows what

“The Village of West Toronto Junction was incorporated 
in June 1887. In 1888, the villages of Davenport and 
Carlton, having been refused their petition to the 
Provincial Legislature for incorporation, became a 
part of West Toronto Junction"; 


"On March 23, 1889, West Toronto Junction was 
incorporated as a Town.... On April 14, 1908, the 
Town of West Toronto Junction was incorporated as 
as the City of West Toronto"; and 


"On May 1, 1909, West Toronto was annexed by the City 
of Toronto...".

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It may be difficult to convince longtime residents of West 
Toronto, or “The Junction” as it is more commonly known, 
that theirs is a “lost” village. In many ways, it is not. Many of the 
streets, the houses, and even residents themselves, still survive 
from the time when West Toronto Junction was a noisy and 
bustling railway centre. But, although many trains still rumble 
through, they no longer stop, and the facilities and jobs that 
they spawned are gone. 

Before the railways, the area was a quiet country place, of 
trees and half-cleared farms scattered along a dusty wagon 
track known grandly as the Dundas Highway. A hotel and toll 
gate stood where Dundas crossed what is now Bloor, beyond 
which stretched the extensive holdings of one John Scarlett, 
with his estate house known as Runnymede. 

But the peace and quiet would not last, for the rail era was 
about to arrive. The first railway to cross through the area was 
the Grand Trunk, in 1856, which erected the Carlton station 
where the tracks crossed St. Clair Avenue. Then followed the 
Toronto Grey and Bruce in 1873. Its line was laid down imme- 
diately beside that of the GT, and the area began to boom. 
Then in 1879 when the Credit Valley Railway used this location 
as a junction for its line west to Galt, the name “junction” came 
into use. The fourth and final line arrived in 1883, when the 
Ontario and Quebec Railway completed its Toronto bypass 
from the east, and West Toronto Junction became a major rail- 
way junction. 

All this activity attracted the attention of a land speculator 
named Daniel Clendenan, who bought up the 82-acre Carlton 
Race Course which, along with other acquisitions, allowed him 
to register a townsite of 240 acres. Consisting of two dozen city 
blocks, most of it lay west of Keele and south of Dundas. In a 
little over a year he had sold 170 lots, the price doubling and 
nearly tripling in price during that time. By 1888, West 
Toronto had enough residents to become incorporated as a vil- 
lage, and a year later, as a town. 

The hub of activity was the intersection of Dundas and 
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Keele. Here were the three-storey Campbell Block, the White 
Swan Hotel, and a hardware store belonging to a town coun- 
cillor named Peake. Several businesses began to appear along 
the south side of Dundas, among them Fisher’s store, the J.B. 
Bruce block of stores, Wylie’s drug store, and Shaw’s fuel oper- 
ation. The first CP station was located in the diamond of the 
junction at Dundas and Weston Road. So great was the land 
boom that 26 real estate offices were soon operating along 
Dundas, demanding $500 per foot for commercial land that 
just two years earlier had been going for one tenth that. In the 
first year alone more than 600 houses were built, complete 
with sidewalks and water mains 

As in many railway towns, the industries soon began to arrive 
as well.Among the first were Dodge Pulley Company, Canada 
Wire Mattress, and the prestigious Heintzman Piano Company. 
As might also be expected, the town became a rowdy assem- 
blage of railway and factory workers, most of them anxious to 
puta hard day of work behind them in the local pub, and West 
Toronto soon had six. However, the boozing was not without its 
detractors, who were eloquent enough to push through, in 
1904, a local option bylaw which made West Toronto dry, one 
of the Toronto’s area’s last wards to remain so. 

Churches, libraries and schools all made the community 
one of the Toronto area’s most complete railway towns. New 
stations were built; that by the Grand Trunk in 1890 closer to 
Weston Road, and that by the CPR in 1911 to the south of the 
original station. The latter was an attractive Tudor style station, 
a storey and a half high, and with a long shelter extending the 
length of the platform to the south. 

In 1908, the town was annexed to the City of Toronto, and 
lost its status as a separate municipality. Following the arrival of 
the Toronto Suburban Railway in 1898, and the electric street- 
cars soon afterward, Dundas Street had by the 1920s developed 
into a continuous commercial strip, dominated by utilitarian 
storefronts of indifferent design. The community had become 
part of Toronto not just politically, but physically as well. 

Although West Toronto may have lost its physical separate- 
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reminder of the community's railway boom 
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ness, it has never lost its community identity. Still known as The 
Junction, it has retained pride in its heritage, and in its early 
buildings, several of which still stand. The Campbell Block 
(1901) still dominates the northwest corner of Keele and 
Dundas. Three stories high with arched third floor windows, it 
stretches a considerable distance along Dundas. 
Unfortunately, its grandeur is diminished by peeling paint and 
unsympathetic facades on the several small ground-floor 
stores. The Thompson building at the southeast corner (1890) 
has over the years housed architect James Ellis, the Toronto 
Suburban Railway, Bell Telephone and the Sterling Bank, and 
today is home to the Concourse Restaurant. A short distance 
east, the unimposing Simcoe Block, built in 1886, represents 
the oldest commercial building still standing on Dundas. 

Annette Street, the town’s residen- 
tial thoroughfare, although wide and 
busy, is dominated by church steeples 
and grand houses such as Theodore 
Heintzman’s palatial “Birches” 
(1890) at Laws Street, and George 
Edgar’s 1887 Queen-Anne-style villa 
at Annette and Evelyn. The earliest of 
the workers’ houses line the side 
streets closer to Dundas Street. 

Sadly, many key structures are 
gone. The old post office and town 
hall which once stood on the south- 
west corner of Keele and Dundas 
were removed and replaced with a 
parking lot. The historic Peacock 
Hotel which marked the pre-rail 
intersection of Dundas and Weston 
Road has been gone for a half centu- 
ry, the site marked now by a donut 
shop. Perhaps the strangest demoli- 
tion was the removal of the Old 
Weston Road bridge. Built in 1911, it 
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had deteriorated to the point it could no longer safely carry 
traffic and in 1972 it was closed, and demolished a decade 
later. The abutments yet stand, as do the approaches, a bizarre 
and unappreciated monument to early road engineering. 

But the most controversial and tragic demolition of them all 
was that of the CPR’s West Toronto station. Despite heroic 
attempts by local heritage enthusiasts and the City of Toronto 
to save the building, CPR’s then president, Ian Sinclair, reject- 
ed plans to recycle the beautiful station and during the night 
of November, 1982, ordered in a wrecking crew. By dawn the 
depot was dust. The public outrage which followed this out- 
burst of corporate vandalism reverberated across the country 
with profound repercussions. While the City charged the CPR 
with illegal demolition, the federal government enacted spe- 
cial legislation designed to designate and preserve railway sta- 
tions. When that legislation was presented to the Senate, the 
only senator to vote against it was the newly appointed and 
unrepentant former CPR president, Sinclair. To date more 
than 150 have been designated across Canada, many of them 
belonging to a chastised CPR. 

In 1994, another neglected station was struck when the 
abandoned Grand Trunk station on Weston Road, north of 
The Junction, was gutted by fire. Although its brick shell 
remains solid, its future does not. 
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ter, and tax exemptions to attract industry. Its success was imme- 
diate. At that time industries throughout southern Ontario were 
moving from small towns to larger cities. Toronto benefited con- 
siderably from this trend, which had brought the Massey company 
from Newcastle, Ontario, in 1879. 
offered the advantages of proximity to Toronto and also cheap land 
and low taxes. In 1887 and 1888 it drew Dominion Show Case, 
Heintzman Piano, and Dodge Wood Split Pulley from Toronto, 
Wilkinson Sword from the small town of Aurora, Ontario, as well 
as Hess Manufacturing, a new furniture company. It suffered dur- 
ing the depression of the 1890s, but with the return of prosperity 
after 1900, it acquired a wider range of industries. The largest 
single employer, the Canada Foundry, expanded in 1905 to make 
“steam shovels, pile drivers, wrecking appliances and other ma- 
chinery necessary for railway and bridge construction work.” It 
was soon employing about 1,300 workers, including 342 molders, 
making it the second largest factory in the Toronto area.!2 

The Junction and other industrial areas were affected by compa- 
ny mergers and buyouts. The Harris and Gunn abattoirs were 
merged into Canada Packers in the late 1920s, The Canada Foun- 
dry was folded into Canadian General Electric. A more tortuous 
path was followed by the Barnum Iron Works. Barnum was taken 
over by the H. A. Lozier bicycle company of the United States, fora 
time the largest U.S. branch plant in the Toronto area, employing 
about seven hundred workers in 1896. The previous year federal 
antidumping legislation had begun to hurt Lozier, which in 1899 
was bought out and merged with five other companies to form the 
Canadian Cycle and Motor Company. In 1905 it produced the first 
Canadian-made automobile, the Russell, named after its general 
manager. The plant was expanded and a subsidiary, the Russell 
Motor Car Company, established. With disappointing sales during 
World War I, the latter was in turn sold to the U.S. car manufac- 
turer Willys-Overland in tg15, and after the war it became the 
largest producer of automobiles in Toronto (fig. 3.1). In good years 
during the 1920s, Willys-Overland employed over one thousand 
workers, but the parent company went into receivership in 1933 
and the Toronto plant closed in June 1934.'4

Association. Designed by Sir Edward Maufe, it reflects the role that the Magna Carta has had on the 
American Bill of Rights and Constitution and its use today, for example, the presumption of innocence 
and the burden of proof. The sealing of the Magna Carta by King John and his barons ensured that 
the king could no longer do what he wanted to without question. 


“No free man shall be seized or imprisoned, or stripped of his rights or possessions, or outlawed or 
exiled, nor will we proceed with force against him, except by the lawful judgment of his equals or by 
the law of the land. To no one will we sell, to no one deny or delay right or justice.” This is one of the 
three original clauses that are still law in Britain; the other two defend the freedom and rights of the 
English Church, and the liberties and customs of London and other towns. 
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The West Toronto Junction Historical Society is a non-profit, charitable, volunteer 
organization. It was formed in 1980 by a group of local residents with the active support of 
the City of Toronto Planning and Development Department and Councillor David White. 
It was then incorporated in 1981 as an affiliate of the Ontario Historical Society.
